WHAT THE TREATY PROVIDES. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: The affair ‘is in 
much the same category as.the William P. Frye 
case. For the information of unofficial boards of 
strategy, the provisions of the treaty of 1828 be- 
tween Prussia and the United States, now applica- 
ble as to Germany, will be interesting. They 
read as follows: 


If one of the contracting parties should be 
engaged in war with any other power, the 
free intercourse and commerce of the subjects 
or citizens of the party remaining neuter with 
the belligerent powers shall not be inter- 
rupted. On the contrary, in that case, as in 
full peace, the vessel of the neutral party may 
navigate freely to and from the ports and on 
the coasts of the belligerent parties, free ves- 
sels making free goods, in so much that all 
things shall be adjudged free which shall be 
on board any vessel belonging to the neutral 
party, although such things belong to an 
enemy of the other; and the same freedom 
shall be extended to persons who shall be on 
board a free vessel, although they should be- 
come enemies to the other party, unless they 
should be soldiers in actual service of such 
enemy. ‘ tie 

And in the same case ot one of the con- 
tracting parties being engaged in war with 
any other power, to prevent all the difficulties 
and misunderstandings that usually arise re- 
specting merchandise of contraband, such as 
arms, ammunition and military stores of every 
kind, no such articles carried in the vessels 
or by the subjects or citizens of either party, 
to the enemies of the other, shall be deemed 
‘contraband so as to induce confiscation or 
condemnation and a loss of such property to 
individuals, Nevertheless it shall be lawful 
to stop such.vessels and articles and to de- 
tain them for such length of time as the 
captors may think necessary to prevent the 
inconvenience or damage that. might ensue 
from their proceeding paying, however, a 
reasonable compensation for the loss such 
arrests shall occasion to the proprietors; and 
it shall further be allowed to use in the 
service of the captors the whole or any part 
of the military stores so detained, paying the 
owners the full value of the same, to be 
ascertained by the current price at the place 
of its destination.

On the contrary, article 13 cemeniaky re- 
serves to the party at war the right to stop 
the carrying of contraband and to detain 
the contraband; it follows'‘then that if it can- 
not be accomplished in any other way the 
stopping of the supply may in the extreme 
case be effected by the destruction of the 
ship carrying it.

GREED DID IT. 

New York ‘World: What was the matter with 
the steamship Eastland, which rolled over in the 
Chicago River with the loss of more than 1000 
‘lives, is revealed in the correspondence between 
the general manager of the company operating 
the vessel and Secretary of Commerce Redfield 
more than a month ago. 

Discussing the provisions of the La Follette law, 
which does not take effect until next November, 
the manager insisted that obedience on his part 
would decrease the revenues of the boat 40 per 
cent and add considerably to the expense. In 
reply the Secretary said that he had no option but 
to enforce the law after it became effective: yet 
he’did not fail to warn the steamship manager 
that by taking advantage of existing law in the 
meantime he was needlessly endangering the lives 
of his passengers. 


What the owners of the Eastland did was to 
seize every dollar from a holiday crowd that was 
permissible under present regulations. They as- 
sumed the) risk, Knowing it to be a risk, for the 
sake of profit alone. Under the La Follette law 
providing for life-saving apparatus the Eastland’s 
passengers would have been reduced by more than 
one-third. In that case it is"probable that there 
would have ‘been no such overcrowding as that 
which caused the boat to capsize at its dock. 

If the! disaster had happened in mid-lake the 
toll of death would have been much gr-ster. 
There were at least 2570 person aboard, and thee 
were lifeboats and rafts for only 771. Greed took 
every chance permitted by a loose law loose'y en- 
forced. ‘All the inquests, investigatidns and trials 
that are'to follow will point to nothing bu: greed 
that gambled with human life. |

THE ‘“‘HOODOO” STORY. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: Most disturbing -s 
the story from Cleveland that the Eastland’s repu- 
tation at that port had always been that of a 
hoodoo ship. She was notoriously topheavy. Dur- 
ing her first season she ran aground and listed so 
heavily as to cause consternation among her. 2000 
passengers. On several other trips she got into 
trouble. It is declared that the popular distrust 
of the Eastland became so great that she was 
transferred to other waters, where she was not so 
well known. “The crank of the lakes’ was the 
title bestowed on this ill-fated vessel by a boat- 
man. A naval architect tells of alterations in her 
construction that were found necessary in the 
interests of safety. After the Eastland was com- 
pleted, $35,000 was spent to correct faults that had 
developed. To the layman it is incomprehensible 
that a steamboat with such a reputation and such 


past pewformances to her discredit should not \ 
have been made the subject of a searching inspec- ; 


tion and more rigid restriction long ago. How 
maay other defective vessels are plying on the 
Great Lakes today?

DROWNFD FOR PROFIT. 

Pittsburg Leader: The drowning of several 
hundred men, women and children in Chicago 
River by the capsizing of an excursion boat was 
one of those occurrences that should never hap- 
pen. Moreover, it is one of those happenings that 
would not occur if human conduct were not regu- 
lated and guided and controlled as well as inspired 
by profit. 


Hundreds of people started from tteir hoines 
happy and laughir g over the prospect of a dav’s 
outing on the l@ice. In a couple of hours they 
were corpses, just drift in the sluggish river, sac- 
rificed to somebody’s greed, . 


The bori was known to be unsafe through fau!tyv 
constriction. She was known to be “topheayv,” 
carrying excessive weight in the upper structure. 
She had-- been withdrawn from regular truffic 
because of that deadly fault. Cabins and other 
heavy woodwork had been removed to lighten 
the strain on the upper part. Had she carried a 
thin paper shell hull, which might break ,anv 
minute and let in a rush of water to sink her, 
she would not have ben a more deadly craft in 
which to pack hundreds of human beings. 

Of course there will be the usual talk about 
“rigid probes”’

Planning for the 
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National Defense ” 
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OUR LAND FORCES. 

Washington Times: Somewhere between the 
Swiss system of a democratic army and the Prus- 
sian program of highly‘specialized military organ- 
ization. must be found the plan for maintaining the 
land forces of such a ‘country as our own. It 
may require decades to develop the right system, 
and in its development there will be occasion to 
give close consideration to all the experience of 
the present and other wars. By all means the 
people who will. have to give final form to what- 
ever system is adopted, ought to be brought here 
and put at work. 


LET CONGRESS BE CALLED. 

Washington Post: The problem of national 
defense cannot be settled by any other authority 
than that of Congress. 

Congress must provide the money, and Congress 
must approve the plans. 

The President and the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, swith their advisers, can prepare plans for 
defense on the scale which they deem adequate 
and suitable, but they cannot put any machinery 
into motion for effectuating these plans. Until 
Congress considers the subject they will be.plans 
and nothing more. 

What the public wants is not mere plans, but 
actual execution of plans. It wants the construc- 
tion of ships and forts begun; the work of re- 
cruitment started; the contracts let for ammuni- 
tion and uniforms and munitions. 

Congress will have ideas of its own regarding 
the size ‘and scope and variety of plans for the 
national defense. These ideas may be. at vari- 
ance with the ideas of the executive branch. Out 
o; the disagreement must come agreement before 
the work can be started. 

There is not a dollar availabfe for the national 
defense. Congress must raise the money re- 
quired. It must decide how much is needed and 
how the Treasury shall come into possession of it. 

The exigency that confronts the nation requires 
the immediate attention of Congress. If the na- 
tion is to have additional protection, not a day 
should be lost in providing it.

NEW RETURN MERCHANDISE 
RULES FAVORED BY WOMEN 


Belief That They Will Be of Benefit 
to Buyers as Well as to Stores 
Ie General. 

Women interviewed as to their views 
of the new rules of department stores 
limiting the privilege of returning 
goods, which becomes effective Aug. 
1, have express<.! themselves as being 
in sympathy with the movement. 

Mrs. Harry C. January of Ferguson. 
president of the Consumers’ League, 
gaid she believed the system of the 
stores in permitting pergons to return 
goods after several weeks, or even 
months, to be an injustice to the stores 
and to the salespeople, and that the 
system was wrong from a sanitary 
standpoint. 

Mrs. A. W. Lambert, chairman of ths 
Women’s Auxillary of the Buy-in-St- 
Louis League, said the new rules would 
mean an improvement in shopping fa- 
cilities. 

Mrs. William H. Utter, president of 
the Women's Counq@l, said she consid- 
ered the new rules just, and that she 
did not believe anybody could properly 
take exception to them. 

Mrs. W. R. Chivvis, president of the 
Missouri Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
seid she thought womer. generally would 
co-operate with the stores. She ex- 
pressed the opinion that the old sys- 
tem was one of great injustice to sale3- 
people and to the stores. 

Mrs. W. N.: Matthews of 5505 Cabanne 
avenue said that under the old systere 
it was not infrequent that articles were 
kept by supposed purchasers until the 
newness wore off, or even until styles 
changed, and then returned with a re- 
quest that they be taken back. Sho 
said this was very unfair, and that 
merchants were entirely within their 
tights when they stopped it.

One half-company of the Dublin Fusil- 
lers, which had been landed at a camber 
just east Sedd-el-Bahr village, was un- 
able to work its way across to V beach, 
and by midday had only 2% men left. It 
Was proposed to divert to Y beach that 
part of the main body which had been 
intended to land on V beach; but this 
would have involved considerable delay 
owing to the distance, and the main 
body was diverted to W beach, where 
the Lancashire Fusiliers had already 
Sffected a landing. 

Late in the afternoon part of the 
Worcestershire and the 
Lancashire Fusiliers worked across 
the high ground from W beach, and 
seemed likely to relieve the situa- 
tion by taking the defenders of V 
beach in flank. The pressure on 
their own front, however, and the 
numerous barbed-wire entangle- 
ments which intervened, checked 
this advance, and at nightfall the 
Turkish garrison still held their 
ground. Just before dark some small 
parties of our men made their way 
along the shore to the outer walls 
of the old fort, and when night: had 
fallen the remainder of th» infantry 
from the collier were landed. A 
god force was now available for 
attack, but our troops were at such 
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'a cruel disadvantage as to position, 


and the fire of the enemy was still 
so acurate in the bright moonlight, 
that all attempts to clear the fortan‘d 
the outskirts of the village during 
‘the night failed one after the other. 
The wounded who were “able to do 
so without support returned to the 
collier under cover of darkness; 
but otherwise the situation at day- 
break on the 26th was the same as 
it had been on the previous day, ex- 
cépt that the -troops- first-- landed 
were becoming very exhausted. 


Twenty-four hours after the disem- 
barkation began there were ashore on 
V beach the survivors of the Dublin 
and Munster Fusiliers and of two 
companies of the Hampshire Regiment. 
The Brigadier and his Brigade-Major 
had been killed; Lieutenant-Colonel Car- 
rington Smith, commanding the Hamp- 
shire Regiment, had been killed and the 
Adjutant wounded. ~ The Adjutant of the 
Munster Fusiliers was wounded, and 
the great majority of the senior offi- 
cers were cither wounded or killed. The 
remnant of the landing party still 
crouched on the beach beneath the shel- 
ter of the sandy escarpment which had 
saved so many lives. With them were 
two cfficers of my General Staff—Lieu- 
tenant: Colonel Doughty-Wylie and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Williams. These two of- 
ficers, who had landed from the River 
Clyde, had been striving, with conspicu- 
ous contempt for danger, to keep all 
their comrades in good heart during this 
day and night of ceaseless imminent 
peril. 


How Col, Doughty-Wylie Died. 

Now that it was daylight once more, 
Lieutenant-Colonels Doughty-Wylie and 
Wiliams set to work to organize an at- 
Any 
soldier who has endeavored to pull scat- 
tered units together after they have been 
dominated for many consecutive hours 
by close and continuous fire will be able 
to take the measure of their difficulties. 
Fortunately, Gen. Hunter-Weston had 
arranged with Kear Admiral Wemyss 
about this same time for a heavy bom- 
bardment to be opened by the ships upon 
the old fort. Sedd-el-Bahr village, the 
ald castle north of the village and on 
the ground leading up from the beach. 
Under cover of this bombardment and 
led by Lieutenant-Colonel Doughty-Wy- 
lie and Capt. Walford, Brigade Major R. 
A., the troops gained a footing in the 
village by 10 a. m. They encountered a 
most stubborn opposition and suffered 
heavy losses from the fire of well-con- 
cealed riflemen and machine guns. Un- 
deterred by the risistance, and sup- 
ported by the naval gunfire, they 
pushed forward, and soon after midday 
they penetrated to the northern edge 
of the village, whence they were in a 
position to attack the old castle and 
Hill 141. During this advance Capt. 
Walford was killed. Lieutenant-Colcne! 
Dougshty-Wylie had most gallantly led 
the attack all the way up from the 
béach through the west side of the 
village, under a galling fire. And now, 
when, owing so largely to his own in- 
spiring example and intredip couruge, 
the ‘position had almost been gained, 
he was killed while leading the last 
assault. But the attack was pushed 
forward without wavering, and, fight- 
ing their way across the open with 
great dash, the troops gained the sum- 
mit and occupied the old castle and Hill 
141 before 2 p. m. 


Deathtrap of Mines and Wire. 

The Storming of Beach W. 
W beach consists of a strip of deep, 
powdery sand some 350 yards long and 
from 15 to 40 yards wide, situated im- 
mediately soutn of Tekke Burnu, where 
a small gully running’ down to the sea 
cpens out a break in the cliffs. On 
either flank of the beach the ground 
rises precipitously, tut, in the center, 
a number of sand dunes afford a more 
sradual access to the ridge overlooking 
the. sea. Much time and ingenuity had 
been employed by the Turks inturning 
this landing place into a death trap. 
Close to the water’s edge a broad wire 
entanglement extended the whole length 
of the shore, and a supplementary 
barbed network lay concealed under 
the surface of the sea in the shallows. 
Land mines and sea mines had been 
laid. The high ground Overlooking the 
beach was strongly fortified with 
trenches, to which the gully afforded 
& natural covered approach. A number 
of machine guns also were cunningly 
tucked away into holes in the cliff, so 
as to be immune from a naval bom- 
bordment whilst they were converging 
their fire on the rire entanglements. 
The crest of the hili. -verlooking the 
beach was in its turn cormynded by 
high ground to the northwest and 
east, and especiaily by. two strong in- 
fantry redoubts were protected by wire 
entanglements about 20 feet broad and 
could be approached only by a bare 
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igh ground above W beach or from 
the Cape Helles lighthouse. -In addi- 
tion, another separate entanglement ran 
ccewn from 
edge of the cliss near the lighthouse, 
making intercommunication between V 
and W beaches impossible until these 
redoubts had been captured. 

So strong, in fact, were the defenses 
of W beach that the Turks may well 
have considered them impregnable, and 
it is my firm conviction that no finer 
feat cf arms has ever been achieved 
by the British soldier—or any other sol- 
dier—than the storming of these 
trenches from open -boats on the morn- 
ing of April 2 

The landing at W had been intrusted 
at the First Battalion Lancashire Fusi- 
liers (Maj. Bishop), and it was to the 
complete lacx of the senses of danger 
or of fear of this daring battalion that 
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these twu redoubts to the

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commenced hacking their way through 
the wire. A long line of men was at 
once mowed down as by a scythe, but 
the remainder were not to be denied. 
Covered by the fire of the warships, 
whtich had now closed right in to the 
shore, and helped by the flanking fire 
of the company on the'extreme left, 
they broke through the entnaglements 
and collected under the cliffs on either 
side of the’beach. Here the companies 
were rapidly reformed and set forth 
storm the enemy’s intrenchments 
wherever they could find them. 

In making these attacks the bulk of 
the battalion moved up toward Hill 114 
whilst a smaél party worked down to- 
ward the trenches on the Cape Helles 
side of the landing place. 

Several land mines were exploded by 
the Turks during the advance, but the 
determination of the troops was in no 
way affected. By 10 a. m. three lines 
oe trenches were in our hands, 
and our hold on the beach was assured. 

About 9:30 a. m. more infanty had 
begun to disembark, and two hours later 
a junction was effeeted on Hill 114 with 
the troops who had landed on X beach. 

On the right, owing to the strength 
of the redoubt on Hill 138, little progress 
could be made. The small party of Lan- 
cashire Fusiliers which had advanced 
in this direction succeeded in reaching 
the edge of the wire entaglements, but 
were not strong enough to do more, 
and it was here that Maj. Franklin, 
Brigade Major of the Eighty-sixth In- 
fantry Brigade, who had gone forward 
to make a personal reconnaisance, was 
unfortunately killed. Brigadier-General 
Hare had been wounded earlier in the 
day, and Col. Woolly-Dod, General Stiff 
Twenty-ninth Division, was now sent 
ashore to take command at W beach and 
oganize a further advance. 

At 2 p. m., after the ground near 
Hill 138 had been subjected to a 
heavy bombardment, the Worcester 
Regiment advanced to the assualt. 
Several men of this battalion rushed 
forward with great spirit to cut pas- 
sages through the entanglement; 
some were killed, others per- 
severed, and by 4 p. m. the hill and 
redoubt' were captured. 

An attempt was now made to join 
hands with the troops on V beach, 
who could make no headway at all 
against the dominating defenses 2f 
the enemy. To help them out the 
Kighty-sixth Brigade pushed forward 
in an easterly direction along the 
cliff. There is a limit, however, to 
the storming of barbed-wire en- 
tanglements. More of these barred 
the way. Again the heroic wire cut- 
ters came out. Through glases they 
could be seen quietly snipking away 
under a hellish fire as if they were 
pruning a vineyard. Again some of 
them fell. They fire pouring out of 
No. 1 fort grew hotter and hotter, 
until the troops, now thoroughly ex- 
hausted by a sleepless night and by 
the long day’s fighting unde a hot 
sun, had to rest on their laurels 
for a while. 


When night fell the British position 
in front of W beach extended from 
just east of Cape Hells lighthouse, 
through Hill 138, to Hill 114. Prac- 
tically every man had to be thrown 
into the trenches to hold this line, 
and the only available reserves on 
this part of our front were the Sec- 
ond London Field Company R. E. and 
a platoon of the Anson  Brttalion, 
which had been landed as a beach 
working party. 


During /the night several strong 
and determined counter attacks were 
made, all successfully repulsed with- 
out loss of ground. Mearwhile the 
disembarkation of the remainder of 
the division was proceeding on W 
and X beaches. 


IRRESISTIBLE OVERSEA TROOPS, 
Their Landing im the Night. 


The Australian and New Zealand 
Army Corps sailed out of Mudros Bay 


corted by the 2nd Squadron of the 
Fleet, under Rear-Admiral Thursby. 
The rendezvous was reached just 
after half-past one in the morning 
of the 25thy and there the 1500 men 
who had been placed on board H. 
M. ships before leaving Mudros were 
transferred to their boats. . This op- 
eration was carried out withgremark - 
able expedition, and in absolutt si- 
lence. Simultaneously the remain- 
ing 2500 men of the covering force 
were transferred fro: their etran:- 
ports to six destroyers. At 2:30 a. 
m. H.M. ships, together with the tows 
and the destroyers, proceeded to 
within some four miles of the coast, 
H.M.S. Queen (flying Rear-Admiral 
Thursby’s flag) directing on a point 
about a mile north of Gaba Tepe. 
At 3:30 d. m. orders to go ahead and 
land were given to the tows and at 
4:10 a. m. the destroyers were or- 
dered to follow. 

All these arrangements worked 

without a hitch, and were carried 
out in complete orderliness and at- 
lence. No breath of wind ruffled the 
surface of the sea, and every con- 
dition was favorable save for the 
moon, which, sinking behind the 
ships, may. have silhouetted them 
against the orb, betraying them 
thus to watchers on the. shore. 
A rugged and difficult part of the 
coast had been selected for the land- 
ing, so difficult and. rugged that 
I considered the Turks were not 
at all likely to anticipate such a de- 
scent. Indeed, owing to the tows hav- 
ing failed to maintain their exact direc- 
tion the actual point of disembarkation 
was rather more than a mile north of 
that. which I had selected, and was 
more closely overhung by steeper cliffs. 
Although this accident increased the 
initial difficulty of driving the enemy 
off the heights inland, it has since 
proved itself to have been a. blessing 
in disguise, Inasmuch as the actual base 
of the force of occupation has been 
much better defiladed from shell fire. 


Straight at the Foe, 

The beach on which the landing was 
actually effeéted is a very narrow strip 
of gand, about 1000 yards in length, 
hounded on the north and the south 
by two small promontories. At its south- 
ern extremity a deep ravine, with ex- 
ceedingly steep, scrub-clad sides, runs 
inland in a northeasterly direction.

At this 
so critical a moment the conduct of all 
ranks was most praiseworthy. Not a 


word was spoken—everrone | 

perfectly orderly and quiet awaiting the 
enemy's fire, which sure enough opened, 
causing many casualties. The moment 
the boats touched land the Australians’ 
turn had come. Like lightning they 
leapt ashore, and each man as he did 
#0 Went straight as his bayonet at the 
enemy.

men, ‘attacked: the whole line, making a 


specially strong effort dguinst the Third 
Brigade and the left of the Second Bri- 
gade. This counter-attack was, how- 
ever, handsomely repulsed with the help 
of the guns of his majesty’s ships. Be- 
tween 5 and 6:30 p..m. a third most 
determined counter-attack. was, made 
against the Third Brigade, who held 
their ground with more than. equivalent 
stubbornness. During the night again 
the Turks. made constant attacks, and 
the Eighth Battalion repelled a bayonet 
charge; but in spite of all the line held 
firm. The troops had had practically 
no rest on the night of the 24-25th; they 
had been fighting hard all day over most 
cifficult country and they had been 
subjected to heavy shrapnel fire in the 
upen. Their casualties had been de- 
plorably heavy. But, despite their 
losses and ir spite of their fatigue, the 
morning of the 26th found them still in 
good heart and as full of fight as ever. 

It is a consolation to know that the 
Turks suffered still more seriously. Sev: 
eral times our machine guns got onto 
them in close formation, and the whole 
surrounding country is still strewn with 
their dead of this date. 

The reorganization of units and forma- 
tions was impossible during the 26th 
and 27th, owing to persistent attacks 
An advance was impossible until a re- 
erganization could be effected, and it 
only remained to entrench the position 
gained and to perfect the arrangements 


‘for bringing up ammunition, water and 


supplies to the ridges—in itself a most 
diffidult undertaking. Four battalions 
of the Royal Naval Division were sent 
up to reinforce the army corps on the 
28th and 29th of April. 

Help of the Navy. 

On the night of May 2 a-bold effort 
was made to seize a commanding knoll 
in front of the center of the line. The 
enemy's enfilading machine guns were 
too scientifically posted, and 800 men 
were lost without advantage beyond the 
infliction. of a corresponding loss to_the 
enemy. On May 4 an attempt to seize 
Kaba Tepe was also unsuccessful, the 
barbed-wire here being something be- 
yoni belief. But a number of minor 
operations have been carried out, such 
as the taking of a Turkish observing 
station; the strengthening of entrench- 
‘ments; the reorganization of units, and 
the perfecting of communication with 
the landing place. Also a constant 
strain has been placed upon some of 
the best troops f.the enemy, who, to 
the number of” 24,000, are constantly 
kept fighting and being killed and 
wounded freely, as the Turkish sniper 
is no match for the kangaoro shooter, 
even at his own game. ° 

The assistance of the royal navy, here 
as elsewhere, has been invaluable. The 
whole of the arrangements have been in 
Admiral Thuzeby’s hands, and I trust 
I may be permitted to say what a trusty 
and powerful friend hé has proved him- 
self to be to the Australian and New 
Zealand Army Corps. 


The French at Kum Kale; Capture of 
500 Prisoners. 
Concurrently with the British landings 


a regiment of the French corps was 
successfully disembarked at Kum Kale 
under the guns of the French fleet, and 
remained ashore till the morning of the 
<6th, when they were re-embarked. Five 
hundred prisoners were captured by the 
French on this day. 

This operation drew the fireof the 
Asiatic guns from Morto Bay and V 
beach onto Kum Kale, and contributed 
largely to the success of the British 
landings. 

On the evening of the 26th the main 
disembarkation of the French Corps 
Was begun, V beach bejng allotted to 
our allies for this purpose, and it was 
arranged that the French should hold 
the portion of the. front between the 
telegraph wire and the sea. 

The following day I ordered a gen- 
éfral advance to a line stretching from 
Hill 236 near Eski Hissarlik Point to 
the mouth of the stream two miles 
north of Tekke Burnu. This advance, 
which was commenced at midday, was 
completed without opposition, and the 
troops at once consolidated their new 
line. The forward movement relieved 
the growing congestion on the beaches, 
and by giving us possession of several | 
new wells afforded a temporary solu- 
tion to the water problem, which had 
hitherto been causing me much anxiety. 
By the evening of the 27th the allied 
forces had established themselves on a 
line some three miles long, which 
stretched from the mouth of the nullah, 
3200 yards northeast of Tekke Burnu, 
to Eski Hissarlik Point, the three bri- 
gades of the Twenty-ninth Division, less 
two battalions on the left and in the 
center, with four French battalions on 
the right, and beyond them again the 
South Wales Borderers on the extreme 
right. 


The General Advance Begun; Within 
a Mile of Krithia. 
Owing to casualties this line was some- 


what.thinly held. Still, it was so vital 
to make’what headway we could before 
the enemy recovered himself and re- 
ceived fresh reinforcements that it was 
decided to push on as quickly as pos- 
sible. Orders were therefore issued for 
& general advance to commence at & 
a. m. next day. 

The Twenty-ninth Division were to 
march on Krithia, with their left brigade 
leading; thé French were directed to ex- 
tend their left in conformity with the 
British movements and to retain their 
right on the coast line south of the 
Kereves Dere. 

The advance commenced at $ a. m. 
on the 28th, and was carried out with ' 
commendable vigor, despite the fact that 
from the moment of landing the troops 
had been unable to obtain any proper 
rest. 

The Eighty-seventh Brigade, with 
which had been incorporated the Drake 
Battalion, Royal. Naval Division, in the 
place of the King’s Own Scottish Bor- 
derers and South Wales Borderers, 
pushed on rapidly, and by 10 a. m. had 
advanced some two miles. Here the 
further progress of the Border Regi- 
ment was barred by a strong work on 
‘the left flank. They halted to concen- 
trate and make disposition to attack 
it, and at that moment had to with- 
stand a determined counter-attack by 
the Turks. Aided by heavy gun fire from 
HM. M. 8, Queen Elizabeth, they suc- 
ceeded in beating off the attack, but 
they made.no further progress that day, 
and when night fell entrenched them-

‘In the line. This gap was instantly 
filled by the Fifth Royal Scots (terri- 
torials), who faced to their flank and 
executed a brilliant bayonet charge 
against the enemy, and by the Essex 
Regiment detached for the purpose by 
the officer commanding the Eighty- 
eighth Brigade. The rest of the British 
line held its own with comparative ease, 
and it was not found necessary to em- 
ploy any portion of the reserve, ‘The 
storm next broke in fullest viplence 
against the French left, which was held 
by the Senegalese. Behind them were 
two British field artillery brigades and 
a howitzer battery. After several 
charges and counter-charges, the Sene- 
galese began to give ground, and a com- 
pany of the Worcester Regiment and 
some gunners were sent forward to hold 
the gap. Later, a second company of 
the Worcester Regiment was also sent 
up, and the position was then main- 
tained for the remainder of the night, 
although about 2 a. m. it was found 
necessary to dispatch one battalion 
Royal Naval Division to strengthen the 
extreme right of the French. 
Advance of Our Whole Line. 

About 5 a. m. a counter-offensive was 
ordered and the whole line began to 
advance. By 7:30 a. m. the. British left 
had gained some 500 yards, and the 
center had pushed the enemy back and 
inflicted heavy losses. The right also 
had gained some ground in conjunction 
with the French left, but the remainder 
of the French line was unable to pro- 
gress. As the British center and left 
were now subjected to heavy cross fire 
from concealed machine guns, It was 
found impossible to maintain the ground 
gained, and therefore, about 11 a. m., 
the whole .line withdrew to its former 
trenches. 

The net result of the operations was 
the repulse of the Turks and the in- 
fliction upon them of Very heavy losses. 
At first we had them fairly ‘on the run, 
end had it not been for those inventions 
of the devil—machine guns and barbed 
wire—which’ suit the Turkish character 
, od tactics to perfection; we should not 
have stopped short of the crest of Achi 
Babi. As it was, all brigades reported 
great numbers of dead Turks in front 
of their lines, and 350 prisoners were 
left ‘in our hands. 

On the 2d, during the day, the enemy 
remained quiet, burying his dead under 
a red crescent flag, a work with which 
Shortly after 9 
p. m., however, they made another at- 
tack against the whole allied line, their 
chief effort being made against the 
French front, where the ground favored 
their approach. The attack was repulsed 
with loss. 

During the night of the 3d-4th, the 
French front. was again subjected to a 
heavy attack, which they were able to 
repulse without assisance from my gen- 
eral reserve. 

The day of the 4th was spent in reor- 
ganization, and a portion of the line 
held by the French, who had lost heavily 
during the previous night’s fighting, was 
taken over by the Second Naval Bri- 
gade. The night passed quietly. 

During the 5th the Lancashire Fusilier 
Brigade of the East Lancashire Division 
was disembarked and placed in reserve 
‘behind the British left. 

Orders were issued for an advance 
to be carried out next day, and these 
and the three day®’ battle which ensued 
will be dealt with in my next dispatch. 

Our “Losses. 

The losses, exclusive of the French. 
Guring the period covcred by this dis- 
patch, were, I regret to say, very se- 
vere, numbering— 

177 officers and 1990 other ranks killed. 

412 officers and 7807 other ranks wound 


ing. 

From a technical point of view it is 
‘Interesting to note that my administra- 
tive staff had not reached Mudros by 
the time when the landings were finally 
arranged. All the highly elaborate work 
involved by these landings was put 
through by my general staff working in 
collaboration with Commodore Roger 
Kayes, C. B., M. V. O., and the naval 
transport officers allotted for the pur- 
pose by Vice Admiral de Robeck. Navy 
‘and army carried out these combined 
duties with that perfect harmony which 
was indeed absolutely essential to suc- 
cess. - | ; 


Work of the Navy; “Father and 
Mother to the Army.” 
Throughout the events I have chron- 
icled the royal navy has been father 
and mother to the army.. Not one of 
us but realizes how much he owes to 
Vice Admiral de Robeck; to the war- 
ships, French and British; to the de- 
stroyers, mine sweepers, picket boats, 
and to all their dauntless crews, who 
took no thought of themselves, but 
risked everything to give their soldier 
comrades a fair run in at the enemy. 
Throughout these preparations and op- 
eration Monsieur le General d'Amade 
has given me the benefit of his wide ex- 
periences of war and has afforded me. 
r ways, the most loyal and energetic 
support. The-landing of Kum Kale, 
planned by me as a mere diversion to 
distract the attention of the enemy, 
was transformed by the commander of 
the corps expeditionnaire de l’Orient into 
a brilliant operation, which secured some 
substantial results. During the fighting 
which followed the landing of the French 
division at Sedd-el-Bahr no troops could 
Lave acquitted themselves more cred- 
itably under very trying circumstances, 


land under very heavy losses, than those 
working under the orders: of Monsieur 


le General d’Amade. 

Lieutenant-General Sir W. R. Bird- 
wood, K. C. 8. I., C. B., C. lL. EB.,:D. B. 
O., was in command of the detached 
landing of the Australian and New 
Zealand Army Corps above Kaba Tepe, 
as well as during the subsequent fight- 
‘ing. The fact of his having been re- 
sponsible for the execution of these dif- 
ficult and hazardous operations—oper- 
ations which were crowned with a very 
remarkable success—speaks, I think, for 
itself.

list. 


R. GARRISON seems quite as 
M profoundly moved. His task 
is greater, because while we 

have a fairly good navy for the pur- 
poses of an ordinary review, we have 
almost no army. Mr. Garrison wants 
a regular army of 140,000 officers 
ani men, and 400,000 Federal militia- 
men who could be instantly called to 
the colors. He is said to be working

with the President on a blend of the 
Swiss and Australian systems, under 
which we are protnised u sort of pain- 
less course in the manual of arms. 
Instead of being grabbed at maturity 
for three years of unbroken military 
service, as the Germans and French 
were for some time before the pres- 
ent war broke out, we are’ to be pur- 
sued in a pleasant way off and on 
from the ages of 12 to 40, only to be 
shooed into a fort or barracks often 
enough to keep us in training and 
long enouga at a time to render us 
efficient in case we are called upon 
to go out in defense of the flag.

» During the year of war just ending 
naval engagements have been far few- 
er than the magnitude of the vast ar- 
madas massed for this mighty conflict 
have led a waiting world to expect. And 
yet, it is wholly safe to say that no year 
since the dawn of history has seen such 
unprecedented and spectacular effects in 
the conduct of naval war. 

Great Britain's ‘‘Grand Fleet’’—the 
largest in number and power the world 
has ever known—has tugged at its 
anchors in some secluded port, but its 
tense quiescence has been that of the 
lion quivering for its spring. Held at 
bay by tt and under the protection of 
submarines, mines, fortifications and 
stone walis, Germany’s great ships—the 
second in strength of the world’s navies 


—have lain inert, their existence marked 
only by the minor and infrequent raids, 
all ineffective militarily, an@ some of 
them disastrous materially. 

The nature of the few actions which 
have ccourred between capital ships and 
Germany’s harassing policy of attempt- 
ing to wear down her foe by submarine 
warfare, have had, each in ite own way, 

|}momentous effects on the naval archi- 
tecture and fleet tactics of the future. 
These swift changes have bén startling 
to sea offieers who cherish the mem- 
ories of past days. Stately line-of-battle 
ships no longer advance, slowly and 
majestically in column formation to 
grapple fiercely in the end at point- 
blank range. Instead enormous armor- 
clads have charged at express speed in 
a running and decisive fight over wide 
stretches of sea, firing effectively at un- 
prececented distances from guns which 
are still below the sea horizon of their 
foe. Under cover of darkness or fog, 
or in coast waters, the submarine has 
shown—for the first time on an ex- 
tended scale—ita deadly power against 
slow or careless ships. Soaring above, 
the aéroplane has scouted to detect it, 
and, by wireless, the dirigible has 
guided fast cruigers on their raids. To 
meet such results as these—some pre- 
dicted, other unforeseen—from the 
mighty @Mgineery of naval war, the sea 
officer of olir day must make new ap- 
plications of the principles of strategy, 
and, to some extent, recast his tactics. 
His recent problems are without prece- 
dent.

Ill. War’s Naval Lessons.| 


ILE there have been a number 
W minor clashes, only three im- 

portant naval engagements have 
eccurred during this war—that on No- 
vember 1 off Coronel, Chile, when the 
British armored cruisers Good Hope 
(14,19 tons) and Monmouth (9,500 tons) 
were destroyed; the action off the Falk- 
land Islands on December 8 when the 
armored cruisers Scharnhorst and Gneis- 
enau (sister ships of 11,600 tons), the 
protected cruiser Leipzig (8250 tons), 
and the scout cruiser Nurnberg (340 
tons) were sunk by a British squadron; 


and, finally, the running fight off the- 


Dogger Bank in the North Sea on Janu- 
ary 24, when the German armored 
cruiser Bluecher (15,500 tons) was de- 
stroyed. 

In all of these engagements superior 
speed and heavy, long range guns were 
the dominating factors. This is true 
especially of the performance of the 
battle cruiser, a dreadnought which— 
at the sacrifice of some armor protec- 
tion—is the incarnation of these quali- 
‘sag, It’s brilliant results possibly fore- 
shadow the shedding by the battleship 
of much of its protective coat—as the 
suits ef armor of the Dark Ages have 
been replaced by the khaki of today—or, 
at least, the transfer of some of its 
belt armor to the decks, to withstand 
the plunging, almost vertical, fire of 
long-range shell. 


Air craft have been ot marked service, 
jess in .reconnoissance than in the de- 
tection of submarines. The destroyer 
and the destroyer-catcher—like the Brit- 
ish Arethusa (3520 tons)—by their speed 
and maneuvering qualities, have been 
the deadliest enemy of the submarine 
and the most effective ships for cloge 
blockade. Our highest semi-officia 
authority, the Army and Naval Journal, 
notes: “Of the 10 war vessels of all 
natious lost, the submarines, in just 
short of five months of war, have de- 
stroyed omy eight.” During the whole 
year they have sunk about ten British 
warships. Their chief military func- 
tion has been to keep blockading battle- 
ships at a distance from the coast. The 
gun, however, is still, by long odds, the 
primary weapon, and the battleship is 
still the backbone of the fleet. 


IV. Lessons for America. 


The striking lessons for America given 
by this war seem so clear that even 
prior prejudice and indifference must 
yield to their force. In.one short year— 
indeed, in the early months of that 
year—we have seen superior sea force 
“bottle up’’ the second largest navy in 
the world; transport troops by sea, with 
the utmost freedom and safety from the 
very ends of the earth, for land opera- 
tions against it; capture or destroy its 
merchant marine, the third largest on 
the Seas; ruin the bulk of tts foreign 
trade of four and three-quarters billions 
annually; seize al) of its overseas pos- 
sessions and blast its hopes of a co- 
-Jonial empire-and all this while the 
merchant ships of its foes went calmly 
about their business as in peace, not 
only maintaining much of their prior 
trade, but carrying great cargoes o: 
war munitions, and undisturbed 
throughout it all, except by the sub- 
marine which, deadly though it be to 
cist nibbied at close range, has as yet 


but nibbled at the fringes of the vast 
merchant marine of Great Britain. 


Now, suppose that we, instead of Ger- 
many, had been the defendant in this 
year of naval war, with a fleet defeat- 
ed.or penned up and an enemy or en- 
emies holding command of the sea. 
What would the harvest be for us to- 
Gay? Alien flags would have been 
floating, months ago, over the Panama 
Canal, the Philippines, Guam, Samoa, 
Hawali, Alaska, Porto Rico and perhaps 
Cuba—those overseas possessions, the 
lands of an empire, which we could re- 
gain only in later years and by a long 
and bloody war. 

We, too, have a merchant marine, the 
second largest in the world, and a huge 
foreign trade. For the year 1913, our 
exports and imports aggregated $3,733,- 
000,000. Where would that have been 
with an effective “lockade? As docu- 
mented by the Federa: Government on 
June 30, 1914, there were 26,943 vessels of 
7,928,688 gross tons in our merchant ina- 
rine, and, since then, more than 500,000 
tons additional have come under the 
American flag under the Ship Registry 
act. It is true that the great bulk of 
this is a coastwise fleet and that but 
about 10 per cent of our foreign trade 
ig carried in American bottoms, but, 
even so, swift cruisers, like the Emden 
would have wrought huge havoc and 
trought tremendous losses long ago. 

Where America’s Safety Lies. 

This, however, is all idle speculation, 
for there could have been no year >? 
war. Our military situation woud 
“have made that impossible. In a coun- 
try the size of Texas, Germany has 70,- 
000,000 people. The empire is covered 
with a network of strategic railways. 
fs studded with fortresses, has an ex- 
tremely short and well-guarded coast 
line, and the strongest army the world 
has ever known. It is, therefore, vir- 
tually immune from invasion, exceo< 
after staggering losses throughout a 
war of years. 

But our story would have been differ- 
ent, for, in every one of these respects, 
the United States is Germany's oppo- 
site. We are perilously weak where she 

‘fs magnificently strong. So. with our 
“Corperals guard” of an army wiped 
out in the first engagement, there 
would have been no year of war for 
us. Sheeplike submission and the pay- 
‘ment of an enormous war indemnity— 
cost of three or four navies—would 
our only recourse, unless we 
to make the lands near our 
cities a mammoth shambles as 
‘was and a vast graveyard, as 

today. 
There ia but one fundamental answer 
o these di suppositions—the fleet.

For some years the Army War Col- 
lege section of the general staff and 
officers generally throughout the Serv- 
ice had been planning with great ear- 
nesthess some scheme by which there 
could be drawn from all walks of civil 
life an increasingly larger number of 
men with a sufficient military training 
to make them better prepared for the 
service of their country should the call 
ever need to be made. 

This military training for civilians is 
a-military necessity, but it has con- 
comitant advantages which should not 
be overlooked. Inquiry among those 
who have employed men who hove becr: 
discharged with good records from the 
army shows that they esteem them as 
among their very best. employes. Yet 
the present legislation with respect to 
g reserve has -proven utterly useless 
for the purpose, it having produced in 
two years only 16 men, and there 1s 
little hope that it will ever properly 
accomplish its purpose. 

But if the reserve act has not brought 
desired results, the military camps es- 
tablished by the War Department. in 
1913, for the purpose of training high 
school, college and university gradu- 
ates in military matters—so that in case 
of emergency they could become com- 
missioned officers in charge of the re- 
serves or volunteers—were highly suc- 
cessful. Two camps were held in 1543, 
four in 1814 and four are being held 
this year. 

The object of these camps is to offor 
a postgraduate course, if I may so 
term it, in discipline and se!f-control. 
Their greatest advantage lies in the 
ease with which candidates meeting the 
requirements can join. They are vaca- 
tional, educational and economical. 
Their success has been so pronourced 
that it has been decided to make them, 
at least for the present, a regular part 
of the department's work. The opror- 
tunity to participate in these camps— 
which I commend to every young man 
—has been thrown open to all ‘stu 
dents over 17 years of age who are 
physically qualified and properly recom- 
mended. 

The instruction and military exercises 
—which last for a period of five weeks 
in the early part of the summer—in- 
clude the practical apptication of che 
proper precautions of health,. care of 
the person, camping and marching, in- 
structions in military policy and in the 
actual handling of troops in the field 
unaer simulated battle conditions. ani 
'n rifle shooting on the target ranige. 
The camps are in charge of selected 
regular army officers and students are 
on a cadet status. Though they are 
treated witn the courtesy due prospec- 
tive officers, they are subject to all the 
cules and regulations of -he camp and 
disciplinary measures for all infractions 
of orders. 

Commissions Probable for Graduates. 
At the present time officers of the 
general staff are discussirg the nlan of 
issuing temporary commissions as Sec- 
ond Lieutenant or cadet im the regular 
army to all graduates of the camps. 
During the present summer four camps 
are being conducted, one at Chicka- 
mauga Park, Ga., one at or near Platts- 
burg Barracks, N. Y., one at Luding- 
ton, Mich., and one at or near the 
Presidio of San Francisco, Cal. 

These camps have received the in- 
corsement of the heads of many col- 
leges and universities, who commend 
them to the attention. of all educationa! 
authorities as a most important adjunct 
to the educational system of this coun- 
try. This indorsement bears the sig- 
nature of the advisory committee of 
“The Society of the National Reserve 
Cirps of the United States’’—whose 
members are graduates of former camps 
—the committee consisting of the fol- 
lowing educators: John G. Hibben, presi- 
dent of Princeton University; Artaur 
Twining nadley, president of Yale Uni- 
versity; John H. Finley, president of 
the College of the City of New York; 
H. B. Hutchins, president of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan; E. W. Nichols, 
superintendent Virginia Military Insti- 
tute; George H. Denny, president of 
the University of Alabama; Benjamin 
Ide Wheeler, president of the University 
of California, and Henry Sturgis Drink- 
er, president of Lehigh University.

Rising at the call of the bugle at 5:15 
in the morning, the students first have 
open-air gymnastics, under the lead- 
ership of an officer, after which they 
are served with a wholesome breakfast. 
A short rest is followed by everal 
hours of instruction in various open- 
air duties, ending with a lecture from 
one of the officers in charge of tleld 
fortification, including laying out, con- 
struction and use of trenches, military 
bridge building, use of explosives, dvmio- 
litions, installation and operation of field 
lines of electrical information and the 
use of buzzers, field telephones and ra- 
diotelegraphic apparatus; signal flazs, 
heliographs and acetylene lanterns used 
by the Signal Corps in the field; and 
such other topics as have been scked- 
uled, 


The afternoons and evenings are de- 
voted to voluntary etercises cr to 
sports,.at ‘the option of the students. 
But there have been instances where 
the etudents’ keeness for voluntary cav- 
alry drill, fencing, broaisword practice 
and artillery drill -~was sucn that the 
commandant has been obliged to give 
stringent directions to the officers ~in 
charge to lessen the amount of <his vol- 
untary work and force the men to rest 
and recreation for a change. 


Attendance Expected to Increase. 


One of the best featurcse of this camp 
plan is that the students attend vol- 
untarily and incur a nominal expense t9

Among young men there are, in the 
cpinion of many, especially two classes, 
to whom ruch an experience weuld be 
most valuable—those coming from well- 
to-do indulgent parents and those who, 
lacking parental control, have develop- 
an independence of action not rongist- 
ent in all' respects with the proper con- 
ventions of life. Judging by the suc- 
cess that the War Department has en- 
countered in two years, 1 feel sure (hat 
eyentually an unusual attendance, per- 
haps running into the thousands, will 
We the rule. 

At present two difficulties exist with 
respect to these camps, placing them 
at such a central location so as 19% ¢b- 
viate any unnecessary long distances-- 
and therefore unnecessary expehse—to 
rrospective stucents, and the limited 
number of officers that are at the de- 
partment’s disposal for such purpose. A 
great deal, too, depends upon the prop- 
er dissemination of information about 
these camps, but unless the department 
is enabled, by congressional legislation, 
to obtain the full quota of officers on 
the basis recommended, it will be im- 
possible to make provision for any large 
number of camps or even of very many 
students at any one camp. 


The graduates of these camps, in 
case Of national emergency, would be- 
come commissioned officers in charge 
of the reserves or volunteers, so that 
any plan looking to the establishment 
of a reserve, or providing for volun- 
teer, or both, would be interrelated. 


Duties ef Universities. 


Personally I am very much pleased 
with: the increased interest in the mili- 
tary preparation and needs of our coun- 
try taken by the students of the coun- 
try’s leading universities and colleges. 
The subjects of military policy, military 
organization and the true military his- 
tory of our country should be included 
in the university and college ourriculum. 
This is necessary to the complete edu- 
cation of a well-equipped citizen in 
order that he may form just and true 
opinions on military subjects and be 
able to judge for himself just what is 
necessary in this respect for the proper 
safeguarding of the nation and the 
means to effect the same. 

Students from Harvard had this to say 
about one of the camps: 

“Having attended the military instruc- 
tion camp at Gettysburg, we strongly 
recommend it and urge all Harvard mén 
to make every effort to attend the one 
to be organized this summer. We take 
this opportunity of recounting some of 
the benefits which we derived from our 
gsummer’s stay at Gettysburg. In the 
first place, we Baw army life at first 
hand, and bY mingling with the soldiers 
we learned to appreciate and under- 
stand the wonderfully efficient organi- 
zation of the United States Army. Be- 
ing privileged to meet and become ac- 
quainted with the officers, we found 
them to be men of the highest standards 
and efficiency, whom we were very 
sorry to leave on breaking camp. In 
the second place there was the broaden- 
ing influence derived from close ac- 
quaintanceship with men from other 
colleges, particularly those from the 
South, whose ideas we found affected 
our cwn somewhat prejudiced opinions 
to a very great extent. In the third 
place the physical and mental training 
was splendid,’’ 


Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


Looking back over the results achieved 
during the last two years, when several 
hundred young men passed a very 
happy vacation periog at a minimum of 
expense and @ maximum of pleasure, 
there is every reason to believe that the 
general staff of the army has devised a 
way to prepare a reserve of future of- 


‘| ficers that deserves the highest praise, 


and no little of this praise comes from 
the students themselves. 

The first step giving proper recogni- 
tion to these posbible future officers has 
already been taken. Senator Gecrge E. 
Chamberlain of Oregon, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
has introduced a bill to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the army of the United 
States by creating a reserve of officers, 
and for other purposes. 

The bill does not entitle such offi- 
cere to retirement or retirement pay 
or pensions, except for physical disabil-

MeCulloch Makes Speech. 

Mayor Kiel said he was elated that 
sO many were interested enough to take 
part in the parade and stand for hours 
in the hot sun to hear speeches. He 
predicted that within a year the same 
persons would have an opportunity to 
dedicate another great viaduct on Chou- 
teau avenue, separating the crossings 
of the same two railroads. He said the 
ordinance would be enacted Monday by 
the Board fo Aldermen, so that the 
foundation of the viaduct could bé@ 
placed before the cold weather made it 
impossible to perform concrete work. 

Richard McCulloch, president and gen-

SURVIVORS TELL OF |

In speaking of the war in Burope he 
said he believes it could not continue 
much longer. When the final chapter is 
written and a mové made for what he 
hoped would be everlasting peace, the 
Cardinal expressed the hope that it 
would be President Wilson and Pope 
Benedict who would be the guiding 
lights in the mediations. 

“Do you see any signs of peace?” he 
was asked. 

‘It is too violent to last much iJonger,” 
he replied. ‘The more violent the 
shock the shorter the duration. The 
most, violent storm is always the short- 
est.” 


Three Paths Open in Mexico. 


As to Mexico, he contrnued: 

“IT am really loath to talk. I am 
afraid further talk from me might em- 
barrass the President, but I cannot see 
Feny solution to the problem unless the 
United States takes some firm steps. A 
state of anarchy has existed there for 
several years and I supopse it will con- 
tinue until the leaders eat each other. 

“Only three ways to settle the diffi- 
culty He open-—armed intervention, 
which would be deplorable, but probably 
necessary; the installation of some 
strong man with a restoration of con- 
stitutional government, or a protector- 
ate, as in Cuba, might be repeated. in 
Mexico, although with more difficultv.’’ 

“Your Eminence, do you believe inter- 
vention by the United States would be 
acceptable to the Mexican people?’ 

‘‘No,.I do not,’’ the Cardinal answered 
promptly. ‘I have talked with the Arch- 
bishop of Mexico in New Orleans and I 
have talked with other Mexican bishops 
in Chicago. They believe they can yet 
settle their troubles among themselves. 
As I have stated before, the whole trou- 
ble seems to be in finding the right man 
to place at the hezd of the government. 

“Felix Diaz I regarded as a strong 
man. Madero was assassinated before 
he hac a chance to prove what he could 
ao. Hu-rta, I thought, was getting 
along ail right and wants to go back, but 
the trouble with him is that he was 
mixed up in the Madero assassination.’’ 


No Good Men Available. 

“Do you feel that the United States 
should have recogniged Huerta?” 

“I will not answer that question, be- 
cause I feel too strongly on the sub- 
ject.”’ 

“It. your opinion, who is the man ca- 
pable of taking hold of the situation 
and governing the Mexican people?” 

“The good, capable men have left the 
country. Villa will not do, and Car- 
ranza, by the way he is acting, is show- 
in that he will not dé. Minister de la 
Barra, I regarded as a cultivated, ca- 
pable, honest man. He might have han- 
dled the situation. 

“The country is now being ruined, 
depopulated, and its resources wasted. 
The poor are suffering, and the church 
has lost practically its all. Capitalists 
will not send any money for employ- 
ment there because they are guaranteed 
no protection.

Military Expert Thinks Germans 
Will Hold Present Polish Po- 
sition and Drive at Calais.

Teutonic Strategy Not Easy of 

Rapid Readjustment, and Brit- 
ish May Develop Surprise.

WASHINGTON, July 3%1.—“Europe 
and the world will now watch a race 
between the Kaiser and Lord Kitchener 
for the weakest spot in the Western 
line.’’ 

This is the belief expressed today by 
a military expert of high standing in 
commenting upon the tall of Warsaw 
and its probable effect upon military 
operations in Europe. 

“If Lord Kit@hener has a large army 
in England today ready to be shipned 
across, the quicker he ships them over 
te the Western front and “digs them in’’ 
the better it will be for the allies.’ 

This officer expressed the belief that 
the German fcerces would not attempt to 
progress further in Poitand, but would 
content themselves with the construc- 
tion of strong fortifications extending 
through the small railroad centers fac- 
ing the lines to which the forces of 
Grand Duke Nicholas have been with- 
drawn. : 

“Nicholas has chosen own new 
line and no doubt has h plenty of 
time to prepare himself to hold it. I 
cannot see where it would avail the 
Teutonic allies greatly te advance fur- 
ther at this time on the Eastern front 
if they can use a comperatively small 
force to hold the Russians where they 
new are.and withdraw their seasoned 
troops for a new attempt to break 
through to Calais on the Western front. 
May Ship 1,000,000 Seasoned Troops. 

With strong fortifications at Ostrow, 
Siedlice, Lukew, Vangord and Lublin 
and along the Narew River on the 
north, they should be xuble to leave the 
Austro-Hungarian forces in command 
of a defensive campaign and release 
more than 1,000,000 men for operations 
elsewhere. No doubt a large force will 
be employed in an attempt to clear the 
way through Servia ‘or reinforcements 
of the Turkish forces defending the 
Dardanelles against the land opera- 
tions of the allies. 

“Of course, if the withdrawal of the 
Russian troops really is due to a seri- 
ous shortage of ammunition, time may 
yet be left for a new offensive by the 
Russians if enough supplies of ammuni- 
tion sre shipped in. But in all proba- 
bility the time for a grand offensive in 
the Russian campaign will have passed 
in another two months, and it is doubt- 
ful if the Russians, even with new sup- 
plies of ammunition, will be willing to 
projet another offensive in the time. 

Russians Mey Rest for a Season. 

“Every indication, from reports we 
get, points to a growing and very 
marked dissatisfaction in Russia with 
the inaction of the allies on the West- 
ern front. Russia feels that she has 
been left by her allies to bear the brunt 
of the fight at a time when she was un- 
prepared to meet so vigorous an offen- 
sive. Having kept his armies virtually 
intact by a masterly retreat to a line 
of his own selection, Grand Duke 
Nicholas is expected to rest for the time 
being and let the Western Front 4o 
some of the work in stemming Ger- 
man aggresion. 

“T bave little doubt that the 40-mile 
British front will again be the scene 
of a tremendous drive by the Germans. 
Calais must be taken if the Germans 
hope to place themselves in position to 
make peace terms, and this front,must 
be either pierced or eliminated fetore 
Calais can be taken. 

“Of course, there always is the pos- 
sibility of throwing enough troops 
against another part of the line to break 
through and execute a flanking move- 
ment against the line of trench fortifi- 
cations which the allies have dug them- 
selves into in the west. This would 
demand a vigorous offensive along the 
entire line to keep it busy while the 
piercing of one point and the flanking 
movement were in progress. 

Always Chance for a Surprise. 

‘Not that the use of a tremendous re- 
inforcement from the East would ac- 
complish this in itself, for there is no 
telling how many men Kitchener is 
holding in reserve or where he is hold- 
ing them. A well-equipped British army’ 
behind the line, in readiness to be pro- 
jected against an unwarned force of 
Germans which had beén permitted to 
break through, could play havoc with 
the German plans and result in throw- 
ing them back for some distance in order 
to rearrange their lines. 

“Germany strategy is worked out with 
mathematica! precision, but is not sub- 
ject to rapid readjustment. It largely 
is based on the theory thet strategy 
may be made surprise proof.: Any 
breaking down of that theory always 
results fn serious delays for any move- 
ment involved. American officers had 
ample opportunity to observe this in the 
Roxer campaign, and German oficers 
were considerably embarrassed by the 
fact. A well-directed surprise move- 
ment with an unexpected British army 
might play havoc with the German of- 
fensive in the west.”

These are points on which, perhaps, 
Count Reventlow speaks with author- 
ity; in any case they only concern 
his own, but when he incidentally 
declares that England “desired to 
attack Germany” he blunders into 
a controversy where he will hardly 
receive a respectable hearing. 


World’s Mind Made Up. 

The world, though he may not 
know it, has long made up its mind 
to who is the aggressor in the pres- 
ent war, and I should have thought 
it hardly worth his while to repeat 
such charges outside the limits of the 
German empire. The main purpose, 
however, of Count Reventlow’s com-, 
munication is to praise the perform- 
ances of the German fleet, and cer- 
tainly it ig no purpose of mine to 
belittle the courage or skill of the 
sailors composing it. 

I doubt not that they have done all 
hat was possible, both in the honor- 
able warfare to which, .doubtless, 
they were inclined, and in the dis- 
honorable warfare required of them 
by their superiors. But what, in the 
first year of the war, have they ac- 
complished by either method? He 
tells us that we, the British, have 
failed to induce the German fleet to 
come out and fight. Certainly we 
have. 

So far the German fleet has thought 
it wise to avoid engaging a superior 
force, and I am the last person to 
blame them. But this surely is hard- 
ly to be counted as a triumph of 
either tactics or strategy; it is a mil- 
itary exploit which, however judi- 
cious, would be well within the com- 
petence of the least efficient fleet and 
most incapable commander. 


The truth is that the German high 
seas fleet has so far done nothing 
and probably has not been in a posi- 
tion to do anything. At the begin- 
ning of the war we were told that, 
by a process of continual attrition, 
it was proposed to reduce the supert- 
or British fleet, ship by ship, until 
an equality was established between 
the two antagonists. The design has 
completely failed. 

Misstatements of Losses. 

The desired equality is more remote 
than it was 12 months ago, and this 
would be true even if certain extraor- 
dinary misstatements about such 
small actions as have occurred in the 
North Sea had any foundation in 
fact. He tells us, for example, that 
in the skirmish of Aug. 28, when some 
German cruisers were destroyed, the 
English squadron suffered heavy 
damages. This is quite untrue. 

He tells us again that in the skir- 
mish of Jan. 18 last, when the 
Bluecher was sunk, the British lost 
a new battle cruiser (the Tiger). 
This also is untrue. In that engage- 
ment we did not lose a cockle boat. 

I do not khow that these misstate- 
ments are of any great moment, but 
for the benefit of those who think 
otherwise, let me say that in no sea 
fight, except that off the coast of 
Chile, has any ship of the English 
fleet been either sunk or seriously 
damaged. 

Apart from these purely imaginary 
triumphs, the only performance of 
German warships in the North Sea 
on which Count Reventiow dwells 
with pride and satisfaction is the at- 
tack by some German cruisers on 
undefended towns in Yorkshire. 

This exploit was as inglorious 
as it was immoral. Two or three 
fast cruisers came over the North 
Sea by night; at dawn they bom- 
barded an open watering place; 
they killed a certain number of 
civilians, men, women and chil- 
dren, and after an hour and «4 
half of this gallant performance 
retired to the safety of their own 
defended waters. I think it bet- 
ter to invent stories like the 
sinking of the Tiger than to 
boast Of such a feat of arms as 
this, 

Submarines and Mines, 

But in truth, if anyone will 
examine Count Reventiow’'s apol- 
ogy for the German high sea 
fleet, he will find that it amounts 
to no more than praise of ,Ger- 
men mines and Germen submar- 
ines. There is no doubt that

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After having read a copy of an article by Count von Revent- 
low, the distinguished naval critic of the Berliner Tages Zeitung, 
reviewing a year’s activity of the German navy, which article 
was published in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, the Right Hon. 
Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord of the British Admiralty, wrote for 
the Post-Dispatch the following reply to the statements therein: 


German mines, scattered at ran- 
dom and with no warning to neu- 
trals, have been responsible for 
the destruction of much neutral 


shipping and some vessels of 


war. The first result is deplor- 
able, the second is legitimate. 
Mine laying is not indeed a very 
glorious method of warfare, 
though, used against warships, it 
is perfectly fair. 

But something must be said 
about submarines. Anybody read- 
ing Count Reventlow's observa- 
tions would suppose that sub- 
marines were a German invention 
and that only German foresight 
had realized that their use would 
necessitate a modification in bat- 
tle fleet tactics. But this truth 
has been among the common- 
places of naval kuowlefige for 
years past and was no more hid 
from Washington and London 
than from Berlin and Vienna. 
What was new in the German use 
of submarines was not their em- 
ployment against ships, of war, 
but their employment. against de- 
fenseless merchantmen and un- 
armed trawlers. 

This, it must be admitted, was 
never foreseen either in Wash- 
ing or London. It is purely Ger- 
man. But Count Reventlow is 
profoundly mistaken if he sup- 
poses that during the year which 
has ‘elapsed these murderous 
methods have affected in the 
slightest degree the economic life 
of England; what they have done 
is to fix an indelible stain upon 


the fair name of the German 
navy. 


What Britain’s Fleet Has Done. 

If anyone desires to know whether 
the British fleet during the last year 
has proved itself worthy of its tra- 
ditions, there is a very simple meth- 
od of arriving at the truth. There 
are Seven, and only seven, functions 
wtich a fleet can perform: 

It may drive the enemy’s com- 
merce off the seas. 

It may protect its own commerce. 

It may render the enemy’s fleet 
impotent... 

It may make the transfer of 
enemy troops across the sea impos- 
— whether for attack or defense. 

t may transport its ow troops 
where it will. 2 

It may secure their supplies and 
(in fitting circumstances) may as- 
sist their operations. 

All these functions have so far 
been successfully performed by the 
British fleet. 

No German merchant ship is to be 
found on the ocean. 


Allied comnzerce ig more secure 
from attack, legitimate or illegiti- 
Tate, than it was after Trafalgar. 
The German high sea fleet has not 
as yet ventured beyond the obscur- 
ity of its protected waters. 

No invasion has been attempted of 
these islands. British troops,, in 
numbers unparalleled in history, 
have moved to and fro across the 
seas and have been effectively sup- 
ported on shore. The greatest of 
military powers has seen its colonies 
wrested from it one by_one and has 


not been able to land a man or a 


gun in their defense.

says that unless conditions are reme- 
died it will be only a matter of time 
until the State Board

The city sewers, North and South Har- 
lem, Baden and other main-line sewers 
extending to the city limits, have all 
been constructed with capacity to dis- 
pose of the sewage from the county 
communities. None of the sewage from 
the county, except that of Maplewood, 
is disposed of through the city sewers 
at the present time. The city is per- 
mitting Maplewood to dispose of its 
sewage through the city sewers at nom- 
inal cost, because the city prefers to 
bear the expense of pumping it through 
its own sewers than to having the filth 
poured into the River des Peres. 

Should the county become a part of the 
city, the sewers could be quickly extend- 
ed 80 as to remove this great menace to 
health of the outlying districts of the 
city, and of the suburban towns them- 
selves. 

Would Mean Better Roads. 

Director) Talbert of the Streets and 
Sewers Department can see immediate 
and lasting benefits to the county from 
annexation. Under the conditions that 
exist now, St. Louis gets more benefit 
from the county road system than the 
county does, but pays none of the cost 
of construction or maintenance. Tal- 
bert is of the opinion that soon after 
annexation all the principal roads lead- 
ing from the county into the city, such 
as South Broadway, Gravois, Manches- 
ter, Clayton, Olive street, St. Charles 
Rock, Natural Bridge, Florissant and 
North Broadway, would be paved with 
brick, macadam, wood blocks or some 
other good road-building material for a 
distance of five miles or more from the 
present city limits. 

The construction of a system of per- 
manent highways would enable citizens 
of most of the most densely populated 
suburban districts to reach the city at 
any season of the years in automobiles 
or other vehicles. 

Another advantage to the county is 
that all the suburban towns would be 
laid out under the supervision of the 
Board of Public Service, and in con- 
formity with a general city plan. That 
would prevent the haphazard growth of 
the suburban towns. When the thickly 
populated districts grow out to those 
towns they will then fit perfectly into 
the city scheme, Talbert says, but under 
present conditions the suburban towns 
are laid out without any idea of harmon- 
izing with the city plan. 

The attitude of the county people 
towards the anexation proposition is 
radically different in different local- 
ities. Webster Groves is eminently 
self-satisfied. So is Kirkwood. In 
Clayton the political leaders are op- 
posed to annexation. The towns im- 
mediately bordering upon St. Louis 
undoubtedly would welcome annexa- 
tion, So would Ferguson. 

The Webster Groves people take 
the view that they have everything

of Health will 
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St. Louls could give them: water, po- 
lice, fire protectton, sewers, schools, 
and most of all, freedom from sa- 
loons. They feel that they have an 
absolutely upright municipal gov- 
ernment, efficient to a degree that 
cannot possibly be obtained where 
politica, instead of public service, is 
the ruling passion. 


While the people of Webster 
Groves, and some other suburban 
towns, seemed to be weii satisfied 


in their present state, their views 
with respect to annexation are suc- 
cinctly summarized by James R. Bet- 
tis of Webster, who has given the 
subject thorough consideration. As 
spokesman for them he says: 

“There appears to be only one way 
to approach she voters of the county 
cities with any hope of winning them 
to annexation. That would be to pre- 
pare a charter whereby, as boroughs, 
or otherwise, these suburbs would 
have a perpetual grant of such local 
government as would give them the 


power to continue those distinguish- | 


ing characteristics which they value 
above price. With such assurance, 
present an appeal to their patriot- 
ism as St. Louis business men, pro- 
foundly interested in her prosperity, 
to aid her in her effort to keep her 
place among the great metropolitan 
centers of the country. Not all the 
love and loyalty for St. Louis dwells 
east of the Skinker road. Such an 
appeal, backed by accompanying sat- 
isfactory conditions, might meet with 
a surprising response. It is by no 
means assured that it would win; 
but it would surely have a much bet- 
ter chance than could be gained by 
limitless promises of benefits to be 
delivered.” 

The burden of all the arguments 
has ben of the wonderful benefits St. 
Louis can confer upon the suburbs. 
This is a sheer waste of time and 
oratory. If the promoters of annexa- 
tion expect to make any real head- 
way toward that goal, they must 
change the method of their campaign 
entirely. St. Louis has nothing ma- 
terial to give the suburbs—or, at 
least, not to Webster Groves and 
other municipalities of like happy 
situation. Water, police, firemen, 
sewers, schools, we have them all; 
and some things we have that we are 
not sure that St. Louls can give us— 
absolutely upright government and 
freedom from saloons and political 
bosses. 

“In December, 1913, Webster 
Groves voted upon the question of 
license.

Gen. Gonzales Reports That 
Men of Villa and Zapata Have 
Been Dispersed at Pachuca. 


RAILROAD IS PATROLLED

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, July 31.—Mexico 
City was reoccupied by Carranza forces 

last night. 

Gen. Pablo Gonzales evacuated the 
Capital July 18, in order to lead his 
troops against the Villa forces near Pa- 
chuca, which was trying to cut Gen. 
Obregon’s communication with Vera 
Cruz. 

Gen. Gonzales reported to the first 
chief today that the Villistas and Zap- 
atistas had been defeated and dispersed 
and that the remnants of the convention 
troops in this part of Mexico had fled 
to the mountains. 

He further reported that the com- 
mander of his advance forces, Gen. 
Lecherza, entered Mexico City in the 
night, took up his headquarters in the 
national palace, and is now hurrying 
food supplies into the city for the starv- 
ing people there. 


RAILROADS TO THE 
CAPITAL GUARDED 


WASHINGTON, Jury 381.—While re- 
ports of the re-occupation of Mexico 
City by Gen. Gonzales lacked official 
confirmation tonight, it was known that 
Gen, Carranza had ordered his forces 
back into the capital. Carranza also 
directed that strong patrols be estab- 
lished along the Mexican railroad be- 
tween Apizoca and Mexico City _to pro- 
tect it from bandit raids. 

Reports of the re-occupation came in 
a telegram today to Samuel Belden, of 
San Antonio, Tex., legal representative 
there of Gen. Carranza from Jesus 
Acuna, Carranza’s Minister of the )In- 
terior. 

The order for patrols followed closely 
the receipt by Gen. Carranza of the 
vigorous representations sent by Secre- 
tary Lansing urging that the railway 
be re-opened and kept open so the 
starving population of Mexico City 
could be fed. Similar representations 
went to Generals Villa and Zapata, but 
officials here felt that Gen. Carranza 
held the key to the situation through 
his control of the port of Vera Crug. 

Agency Issues: Statement, 

Notification of the order from Gen. 
Carranza to Gen. Gonzales reached the 
State Department today, and immedi- 
ately afterward news was received un- 
officialfy that the advance guard of 
Gonzales’ forces already had entered 
Mexico City. Gen, Gonzales will enter 
the city tomorrow with a larger force, 
the report said, civil Government will 
be re-established and plans for reliev- 
ing distress among the. people formu- 
lated. 

The Carranza agency issued a state- 
ment tonight, saying that the orders to 
Gen. Gonzales to re-occupy Mexico 
City with the greatest possible speed, 
in view of the reports in circulation 
with regard to the critical conditions in 
the capital by reason of the shortage 
of foodstuffs, included instructions to 
the commander to arrange for the im- 
mediate transportation of trainloads of 
staple articles of food at the same time 
his troops entered the city. 


American Publisher and Staff 
Threatened With Courtmartial. 
MEXICO CITY, Saturday, July 2%, 
by wireless from steamship City of 
Tampico to Galveston, July 31.—Paul 
Hudson, president of the Herald Pub- 
lishing Co. of Mexico City, an Amer- 
ican citizen, together with members of 
his family and the staff of his paper, 
are prisoners in Mexico City and threat- 

ened with courtmartial. 

Hudson is a Topeka (Kan.) man and 
is well known in Kansas City. 

The charges against Hudson have not 
been set forth, and it is not known 
what fate awaits him, 

Allan Mallorey, an American, has been 
cssaulted by followers of Zapata, while 
carrying diplomatic correspondence. At 
the time of this attick Mallorey was 
carrying an American flag, which was 
torn and insulted by his Mexican assail- 
ants. Zapata personally destroyed the 
correspondence taken from Mallorey. He 
broke the legation seals, saying at the 
same time that the Americans were 
fools. 

The Brazilian Minister made an ef- 
fort to obtain the release of Hudson, 
but he was openly flouted. Govern- 
mental control is lacking in Mexico 
City and terror prevails. Swiss and 
Spanish citizens have been removed in 
automobiles and ordered executed. Res- 
ident foreigners are greatly alarmed. 
Zapata is quoted as having said that 
he intended to kill the local Spaniards, 
The foreigners feel that their position 
is particularly precarious for the rea- 
eon that they are unable to appeal to 
any authority. 

The food situation in Mexico City is 
desperate. Starvation is abroad and 
the people are eating cats and dogs. 
Even some of the foreign residents are 
starving. Certain Mexicans are appeal- 
ing to the Brazilian Minister for inter- 
vention by the United States. Bands 
composed of followers of Zapata and 
Villa are extending their control 
throughout the interior ‘of the republic 
and almost all of Central Mexico is to- 
day virtually without any constituted 
government. The followers of Gen. Car- 
ranza are fleeing toward the coast cities.

I GERMANY AGAINST FRANCE. 
HE worst phase of the world war 
T was comprehended in a tremen- 
dous effort of the whole German 
military establishment, save for per- 
haps 250,000 troops sent ‘+o hold back the 
first Russian columns in the Wast, to 
crush French military power, take Paris. 
and remove the French as a factor 
in the present war, achieve a decision 
exactly similar to that won tin the 
Franco-Prussian war and obtain it in 
the same time. It was of prime im- 
portance to win quickly, because there 
was a perfect realization in Berlin that 
Austria-Hungary could not permanently 
deal with the Russian armies, single- 
handed. 

Since the French frontier, from Lux- 
emburg to Switzerland, was fortified 
strongly, German military chiefs recog- 
nized that it could’ not be forced with- 
out delays that might make it possible 
for Russia to dispose of Austria before 
France had been put out. Accordingly, 
the invasion of France ty way of Bel- 
gium was decided upon. and at least 
1,000,000 men were sent in’ three armies 
through Belgian territory, while three 
more of about equal strength were em- 
ployed through Luxemburg, Lorraine 
and Alsace. 

In thinking of the first campalign, it 
is well to remember always that the 
Germans had but two things in mind: 
to destroy French armies utterly and 
to do thls within the first six weeks 
of the war. The capture of forts, cities, 
the succéss in incidental engagements, 
was. of no real meanirg if the great 
decision was not to pe had. The Ger- 
man strategy aimed at annihilation, 
expected to achieve it and conducted 
the operation with a disregard of all 
expense of life and equipment which 
was conceivable as the price of a su- 
preme success, 


Conversely, the sole problem of ‘the 
French in this same period was to keep 
their armies in being, save Paris and 
escape the annihilation planned by their 
great foe. To meet the German ava- 
lanche they had a little more than 
half as many troops, with British sup- 
ports, which were, however, insigni- 
ficant in numbers. The French were 
also handicapped by the fact that their 
mobilization was based upon the as- 
sumption that Germany would come 
through Alsace-Lorraine and not 
through neutral Belguim, and plans of 
mobilization could not be changed aft- 
er it had been begun. Thus it was nec- 
essary for France to execute a com- 
plete reconcentration of her armies aft- 
er the campaign had opened. But it 
ls necessary to recall here that the 
single necessity for the French was 
to survive the first avalanche. This 
was Joffre’s problem, as that of Von 
Moltke’s was to annihilate the French. 
On these terms it is possible to esti- 
mate pretty exactly the results of this 
first campaign, the greatest the world 
had ever seen in numbers, the size of 
battlefields and in the losses that were 
suffered by all contestants. 

The Belgian Phase (Aug. 4-22.) | 

The first shots on the Belgian fron- 
tier were fired on Aug. 4. The next 
day German troops reached the forts 
of Liege. The army was commanded 
by Gen. von Emmich' and numbered 
about 30,000 picked troops. Despite the 
contemporary impression, the Belgian 
resistance, while heroic, was wholly 
ineffective. Liege was occupied on Aug. 
7. For a week the Belgian commander. 
Gen. Leman, held one or two of tho 
forts west of the Meuse, but these were 
destroyed by the first shots of th? 
German heavy artillery on Aug. 14 
or 1b. 


In the meantime German mobiliza- 
tion was completed, concentration took 
Place, and on Aug. 15 the German 
masses were setting out on their dash 
to Paris. All this time there had been 
steady skirmishing between the field 
forces of the Belgians and the screen 
of German cavalry which was prepar- 
ing the way for the coming of the 
armies. These skirmishes were magn'- 
fied into battles by the Brussels re- 
ports, but were of no real importance 
and ended in the complete demoraliza- 
tion «f the Belgian army. 

Once the German advance was begun 
it swept irresistibly forward. One force 
under Von Kluck moved straight on 
Brussels; a second, under Von Buelow, 
crossed the Meuse at Huy and advanved 
upon Namur and a third came through 
the Ardennes and struck at the line of 
the Meuse above Namur. Brussels fell 
on Aug. 20, the Belgian army fled to 
Antwerp and the German army, aving 
passed the capital, started south for 
Paris. The Belgian phase ended on 
Aug. 22 with the abrupt fall of Namur 
and the opening battle between the 
German armies and the Anglo-French 
forces of the north. 

French Disaster (Aug. 4-158.) 

While the Germans were coming 
through Belgium the French had at- 
tempted to invade Alsace-Lorraine, had 
been successful at the start and then 
heavily beaten at Metz and driven in 
disurder into French territory about 
Nancy. A second French offensive 
across the Meuse into Belgian. Luxem- 
burg had met with another defeat. At 
the moment when the German forces 


in the press of Sunday, July 25. 
along the Sambre and the Meuse from 
Mous to Givet, the French armies, from 
Switzerland to the Belgian frontier, 
were retreating in disorder. 

To meet the German advance through 
Belgium the French and British took 
their stand in the angle between the 
Meuse and the Sambre rivers.

To the utter amazement of the world, 
Namur fell within a few hours, the 
British about Mons were struck in front 
and flank by overwhelming forces and 
the French were driven out of their 
rositions west and south cf Namur. 

The opening battles of Mons and Char- 
lerol were between some 300,000 allied 
troops and 760,000 Germans. Both bat- 
tles were broken off before they reached 
a decision, both were allied defeats and 
they opened the way to the possible 
destruction of the whole allied forces 
in the north at the moment that the 
I’rench armies in the east were retreat- 
ing after having been routed. 4 
The Great Retreat (Aug 22-Sept.é.) 

On Aug. 22 the German armies were in 
full pursuit of the allies from Switzer- 
land to the Sambre,. The great problem 
was now whether Von Kluck could de- 
stroy the British army on the extreme 
left, interpose between Paris and the 
whole allied battle front, cut off the 
retreating armies and roll them up in 
such an envelopment as had won the 
war of 1870. For the allies the single 
effort was to escape the net and get 
south to a point where they could again 
put a line in front of the Germans. 

All this week the British army occu- 
pled the danger point, was almost en- 
veloped, escaped only by retreating day 
and night, lost heavily in men and 
equipment, but finally escaped after 
fighting a number of rear-guard battles. 
The French armies, on their part, re- 
treated with greater deliberation and 
were never in great danger. 

By Sept. 1 the French and British 
were once more in line from the Vosges 
to the walls of Paris, but all Northern 
France was now in German hands and 
a victorious German army was assailing- 
Nancy. It was no longer possible for the 
allies to retreat without abandoning 
Paris, and the Germans, still on schedule 
time, were within sight of the outer 
forts of the French capital. 

Battle of the Marne (Sept. 7-10.) | 

At the opening of this great battle the 
French held a line from Paris to Verdun, 
curving deeply to the south. On this 
line Joffre had been concentrating his 
forces since the opening defeats. Now 
the Germans were in turn threatened 
with envelopment from Paris and from 
Verdun, and about Paris a new French 
army had been collected, which energet- 
ically struck east upon Von Kluck’s 
flank. 

But the decisive point In the battle of 
Marne was about Lefere Champenols, 
and the first heavy blow was struck here 
by Gen. Foch. On Sept. 9 the whole 
French line, after two weeks of steady 
retreat, suddenly struck back, defeated 
the Germans in a number of terrific en- 
gagements and drove all the German 
armies from Lorraine to Lagny back in 
a complete defeat which amounted to a 
route at certdin points. At the moment 
when Berlin was waiting to hear of the 
fall of Paris all the German armies were 
in retreat. France was not to be over- 
whelmed. In this battle more than 3,000,- 
000 were engaged, the losses were not 
less than 500,000 and the battle front was 
nearly 200 miles long. 


On the Aisne (Sept. 13-Oct. 8.) 

In the opening days of the second 
week in September there was hope in 
allied capitals that the Germans might 
be driven out of France, but it proved 
vain. Between the Marne and the Aisne 
the Germans rallied. The fall of Mau- 
beuge freed a German army which 
came south and reinforced Von Kluck. 
Allied advance was stopped at this 
stream and in the next few days the 
Germans established a Ifne from the 
Olse at Noyon to the Argonne. All al- 
lied efforts to drive them falled. 

The French then made a desperate ef- 
fort to turn the Germars out by attack- 
ing their right flank and turning It, com- 
ing in about St. Quertin. But this 
failed, and In a few more days the lines 
bad begun to mount toward Beigtum, 
each general staff meeting the other's 
efforts with new battalions. Meanwhile, 
the Germans directed their attention to- 
ward making their position in Beigium 
secure by besieging Antwerp, which fell 
after a 10 days’ siege, on Oct. 8, 

Just before this surrender the British 
ns Deen taken out of their trenches 
along the Aisne and sent north to fill 
the gap between the French battle line 
and the sea. 

Their objective was Antwerp, but the 
fall of this town ruined their plans and

lin campaigns against England and 
completing the conquest of Belgium. 
Accordingly, vast new forces were sent 
into the line between Lille and Ostend 
and a general German advanced in 
masses begun against the thin line of 
British and Beigian troops on this 
front. A month of desperate fighting 
followed. The Belgians, heavily at- 
tacked, just managed to ollng to the 
Yser line, after opening the sluices and 
flooding the region. The British held 


against three or four times their num- 
ber. The struggle was over by Noy. 15. 

In sum, then, the first German of- 
fensive was decisively beaten at the 
Marne. France was neither destroyed 
nor seriously crippled... Her losses in 
captured and killed and wounded com- 
bined probably equaled those of the 
Germans, who, as the attacking force, 
lost hbedvily. Not less than a million 
men were put out in this opsning phase. 
But at the end the Germans had won 
only a few thousand square mil 
territory in France, they had failed to 
take Paris or the channs! ports.and 
they could no longer afford to neglect 
the Russian menace. From Nov. 15 to 
July 2%, the western campaign from the 
German side has been defensive, save 
for local attacks, It has become a 


mere war of trenches. 
II. RUSSIA AGAINST AUSTRIA. 


USSIAN mobilization beihg’ slower 
“< than German, Berlin had cal- 

culated that it would be at least 
six weeks before Germany need fear 
any attack upon the east, since the 
Austrian armies might be expected to 
hold back the first advances of th- 
Russians.

CORONER'S JURY 
HOLDS NEGRO FOR 
AILLING OF WOMAN 


Business Men at Murphysboro, 
Ill., to Appeal to Court to 
Rush Prosecution. 


MURPHYSBORO, IIL, July 381.— 
Aroused by the brutal murder of Mrs. 
James H. Martin, wife of an attorney, 
late Friday afternoon, a committee of 
business men today was circulating a 
petition to be presented to Circuit 
Judge W. N. Butler, asking him to 
call a special Grand Jury to indict 
Joe Deberry, the negro servant who 
is suspected of the murder. The 
coroner’s jury held him without bail 
today to await action of the Grand 
Jury. 

A heavy poker was found in the 
home today which had been used ‘n 
beating the woman to death. Her 
skull was crushed, both of her arms 
were broken and her body badly mu- 
tilated. 

Crowds of men gathered around the 
jail here all night Friday night and 
automobiles searched the country in 
every direction trying to find the 
Sherrif and Deberry, who had been 
taken away earlier in the evening. 
He was placed in the Saline County 
jail at Harrisburg. There was «4 
rumor in circulation tonight, which 
could not in any way be verified, that 
Deberry was brought back here last 
night dressed as a woman. The Sher- 
iff has refused everyone admittance 
to the jail. 

Mrs. Martin’s body was discovercd 
on the second floor of her home by 
her sister, Mrs. Amelia K. Smith, a4 
daughter, Mrs. Fred M. Rolens, who 
said that when they appeared at the 
Martin home Deberry was greatly ex- 
cited and did not have on a shirt. 
Mrs. Martin was unconscious and dl »i 
a few minutes later. 

There was evidence in the room wf 
a violent struggle. Mrs. Martin evi- 
dently had been lying on a loun¢e 
in her room when the assailant en- 
tered. She had rushed into another 
room, where furniture was overturned

Officers found Deberry’s shirt in his 
room, bearing, they said, stains thet 
looked like blood.

ITALY’S ACHIEVEMENTS 
-IN-FIRST MONTH OF WAR 


SATISFY 


THE PEOPLE 


.. Army’s Progress Into Austria With Small Losses 
| Gratifying, Guglielmo FerreroSays— Russian 
| Reverses Only Disturbing Element. 


By Guglielmo Ferrero. 
The Moted Italian Historian. 

The first month of war has been such 
for Italy as to satisfy public opinion 
in that country. The Italian armies 
have penetrated into Austria; they have 
occupied important strategic positions 
in Trent and in Cacnia; they hold the 
most important passes of the Alps and 
in several places they have forced the 
Isonzo River; they have been progress- 
ing in all directions without having auf- 
fored very heavy losses up to the present 
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time. So Ttaly. would be very well sat- 


isfied if the news from Galicia had not } 


been such as to somewhat disturb her 
conténtment. 
The retreat of the Russians has caused” 
constantly ' growing proccupation, 
which became very intense, especially 
during the last 10 days of June. While 
this is being written there is no edu- 
cated Italian Who js not anxiously won- 
fering what influence the progressive 
retreat of ithe Russians from Galicia 
will have on cur campaign. And the 
onxiety—it is useless to deny—is intense. 
Is this anxiety justified? 

Yes and no. Without doubt it would 
kave been of great advantage to us if 
the Austro-German army that attacked 
the Russians in Galicia had been thrown 
back, badly handled and thoroughly 
defeated. But we must not therefore 
conclude that the Teutonic advance and 
the retreat of the Russians represent 
damage to us commensurate with what 
this advantage would have been. With 
guch an army as that of “tussia all de- 
pends on how the retreat is carried on 
ond on the reasons for which it is ac- 
complished. If the Russian armies that 
occupied Galicia had been really dis- 
organized, dispersed and half destroyed 
by the Austro-Germans; if they had suf- 
fered much greater losses than the 
enemy, then Italy would have real 
reason to be anxious. 

Movement of Austrians. 

Within a month part of the Austrian 
troops that are now fighting in Galicia 
could be turned against us. But all the 
news that comes from Galicia—from on¢ 
side and the other—does not authorize 
us to suppose that the Russians have 
been beaten in such a way. It seems 
that being attacked by more numerous 
‘forces, better provided with ammunti- 
tion, they retired in an orderly manner, 

' fighting and inflicting sreater losses on 
“the enemy than they suffered, to give 
time for munitions and reinforcements 
to get to them and to wait the proper 
occasions to strike for revenge. Wh»- 
ever knows thé military history of Rus- 
sia is aware that Russian armies have 
repeated this maneuver a hundred times. 

If these are the reasons for the Rus- 
sian retreat, it does not seem that any 
considerable part of the Austrian forces 
now fighting against the Russians could 
be taken dway from that front in the 
near future and sent against Italy. 
_In point of fact only two things can 

“ occur; The Austro-Germans must keep 
after the Russians to try to obtain a de- 
cisive victory over the retreating com- 
bating enemy—and in this case the bulk 
of the Austrian forces will draw far- 
ther and farther away from the south- 
ern theater of war—or they will halt, 
satisfied with having freed Galicia, In 
which ‘case they would be compelled to 
keep there a great part of their forces 
now Occupied if they do not want to see 
the Russians return as rapidly as they 
departed. j 

Russian Defeat Not Feared. 

The Russians have been compelled to 
retreat, but there has been nothing like 

annihilation, and they have only had 
give ground because the Austro-Ger- 

.«foans have made an immense effort 

The very facility with 
which thé Italian troops have so far 
entered in Austria in part depends on 
the facet that Austria gathered so many 

- of her troops in Galicia. But for this 
very reason the Austro-Germans can- 
not recall many of their forces from 
Galicia as long as there are strong Rus- 
sian armies just over the frontier ready 
to invade, It is’ sure, anyhow, that the 
Russians will take up again the inva- 
sion of Galicia as soon as possible. 

So Italy would have reason to very 
much fear a defeat that would destroy 
a comsiderabie part of the Russian 
forces, paralyzing the colossal Mosco.- 
vite for some months. But this has 
not happened, nor does it seem we 
should fear such a thing for the imme- 
diate future. It would also be a dan- 
gerous thing for us if the Austro-Ger- 
mans succeeded ir organizing, with 
trenches or other means, the defense 
of Galicia in such a way as to hold it 
with few troops; but neither does this 

' alternative seem possible. 

However, the retreat of the Russians 
is rather an unfavorable event for Italy, 
for a moral and more general reason: 
because it momentarily injures the anti- 
German coalition by the impression i 
makes on the world, raising the pres- 
tige of the German empire again. Bu: 
this is an inconvenience that the ant!- 
German coalition could not have easi!y 
evaded, as Russia ts a very different 
_Powef from what many people suppose, 
ineluding ’ Russians. 

Rccngee Cannot Be Conquered. 

When the European war broke out it 

was the general impresston—except in 

military circles—that Russia would be 
the decisive element of victory. It was 
announced on all sides—even in France 
and England—that the march of the 
rage 3 “om Vienna and Berlin would 
ct of the tragedy then 
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just begun. And this opinion seemed 
well founded to those who contented 
themselves with comparing the numbe1 
of soldiers, horses and cannon that tle 
Russian army possessed and those of 
the other combating armies. How couli 
a person not well versed in the art of 
war doubt, with the statistics befor? 
him, that such a colossal army was 
destined to give the mortal blow to the 
Germanic empires. But the military ex- 


perts doubted. They knew that Russia 


would have a very important part in 
the European war, because the im- 


mense Russian army would give gigan- 
SS an AS Ea — 


tic battles and tear the forces of its 
two adversaries; but they also knew 
that Russia could never give a decisive 
blow because a Power that can never 
be definitely defeated c kewise 
never thoroughly conquer. 

This is the true military situation of 
Russia in the world. Russia can never 
be definitely conquered, as in their turn 
the great military powers of Europe— 
Prussia, Austria and France—have been; 
because it is too big. It is impossible 
to invade Russia or succeed in deliver- 
ing a really mortal blow against her. 
What did it benefit Napoleon to pene- 
trate even to Moscow? Victory dragged 
him to: perdition. In 196 Russia made 
peace with Japan, not because her mili- 
tary or economic forces were exhusted— 
she still had men, arms and money 
enough to continue the war many years 
and extérminate Japan—but a part of 
public opinion in Russia was averse to 
& War that did not have a national char 
acter; and the threats of revolution 
after the first reverses at last obliged 
the Government to conclude peace. 

The internal political situation and not 
the defeat of the army compelled Rus- 
sia to lay down her arms. In a war 
that is considered a national war by the 
Russian people Russia is invulnerable. 
Russia was invulnerable in 1812, and will 
be in 1915. But her size, which protects 
her against mortal thrusts, prevents her 
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from making decisive attacks, Just be- 
cause it is so vast, Russia cannot rapid- 
ly get together immense forces at one 
point to carry out a resolute action to 
the end. Her forces will of necessity al- 
ways be far distributed and slow. 
Russia to Prepare Way. 

Russia is destined to repeat in the 
European war the part she played one 
century ago in the anti-Napoleonic 
coalition. It was not Russia who then 
gave the mortal blow to Napoleon at 
Waterloo. It was the English and the 
Prussians. Russia, however, had pre- 
pared the victory of thé coalition by 
enfeebling the Napoleonic empire; she 
Weakened it, sometimes conquering, 
sometimes being conquered by it in 
numerous battles, none of which, how- 
ever, was decisive. So in the Huropean 
war. Russia is called on to weaken 
the Germanic empires, now defeating 
them, now being defeated by them, al- 
ways in nondecisive battles; while the 
final blow must be delivered by France, 
England and Italy. 

As it does not seem possible to me 
that Germany and Austria, with the 
Russian colossus on their hands, will be 
able to gain such an advantage over 
France, England and Italy as to im- 
pose their conditions on them, so also 
I think that the European war cannot 
end until these three powers have in- 
flicted a series of decisive defeats on 


the Germanic empire. This will be so 
unless some miraculous accord ig found. 

The powers of the coalition made an 
error, though, by not trying to rectify 
the current ideas of the great masses of 
the people as to Russia in the beginning 
of the war. They should have sought 
to curb the false opinions as to Rus- 
sia’s military power. Many delusions 
and much discouragement would have 
been spared the people. Above all, the 
march of the Russians on Vienna and 
Berlin was long expected, because it 
was much desired, and it was desired 
because this march seemed the surest 
means to quickly. end the war. 


End Not in Sight, 

The desire of people to persuade them- 
selves that the war will quickly termin- 
ate Is the principal reason for all the 
illusions that periodically bud forth 
about the war’s ending, as, for example, 
the undertaking at the Dardanelles or 
the intervention of Italy. It was every- 
where believed that the forcing of the 
Dardanelles and the tntervention of 
Italy would shorten the war and for 
this reason many people in Europe and 
America anxiously awaited the news of 
the taking of Constantinople and saluted 
Italy’s declaration of war with joy. 

But if it is certain that Italy’s en- 
trance and the. conquest of Constanti- 
nople would very much increase the 
victory of the Anglo-Franco-Russian co- 


alition, it is less sure that they would. 
8 geo war. They may be on the 
other & means of prolonging it, 
by increasing the number and the grav- 
ity of the questions the war must re- 
solve, thereby obliging the adversaries 
to make the most supreme and desper- 
ate efforts to defend themselves. 


It is only too true that as more wage 


passes we are more convinced that the 
world has never yet seen such a tragedy. 
We are sometimes asked if it will ever 
be pussible that such a horrible state 
of chaos can be turned to order. How- 
ever, everything has an end in this 
world, reason tells us; everything, even 
the European war then. It is true, but 
the most convincing arguments do not 
succeed in conquering the agonizing fear 
in our hearts of a horror without limits 
that gradually is getting all men in its 
power

III. GERMANY AGAINST RUSSIA. 


LL hope of a decision in the West 
A ended with the repulse of the Ger- 

mans in Flanders in November; in 
fact, it had practically terminated when 
the beaten German masses had retreated 
from the Marne. Germany had under- 
taken to dispose of France at one blow, 
and France had escaped. Belgium and 
the industrial regions of Northeastern 
‘France remained in German hands, a 
rich prize, protected by the strong de- 


fensive lines which the German armies 
held from Switzerland to the sea. But 


}there was no longer any prospect that 


a new German offensive could reach 
Paris or crush the allies. 

On the other hand, it might still be 
possible to win the war if Russia could 
be eliminated. If Germany, while hold- 
ing all of her western conquests, could 

ispose of Russia as she had hoped to 
Gispose of France, there was still time 
to win a great triumph and make peace 
on terms which would be wholly ad- 
vantageous, if not as favorable as had 
been hoped for in August, 1914. 

While the world was talking of a 
spring drive of the allies, Germany was 
steadily preparing for a great offensive 
of the combined Augtro-German forces 
which should relieve the Russian me- 
nace to Hungary. clear Galicia, 
Warsaw, and, if possible, crush Rus- 
sian military power’ so completely that 
Russia would ask for peace or cease to 
be a factor for many menths, 

The long series of French offensives 
in the West in the late winter and 
spring had demonstrated that the Ger- 
man lines would hold. The failure 
of the British to get up Kitchener’s 
millicn or to provide the ammunition 
necessary for a successful advance of- 
fefed a new chance. In April Germany 
turned her attention to Ruesia with the 
same purpose andthe same possibilities 
that led to the earlier offensive against 
France. 

Galicia (May and June). 

At the opening of the great Ger- 
man offensive against Russia the ar- 
nied of the Czar in Galicia were in 
the Carpathians, their flank toward 
Germany, protected by strong defen- 
sive works behind the Dunajec-Biala 
River. : 

The first operation was directed 
against this flank, which was sud- 
denly struck by a huge army under 
Mackensen, provided with an enor- 
mous artillery train, until In a few 
days the entire front crumpled up, 
uncovering the rear of the armies in 


the Russians suffered a real disaster, 
losing thousands of prisoners. In the 
first stage o® their retreat more 
thousands were captured\and the 
whole Carpathian army was threat- 
ened in front by the Austrian armies 
coming from Hungary, in flank and 
rear by the German troops coming 
east in Galicia. 

Efforts to stand at the Wislok, the 
San and at the Grodeg Lakes failed.

Przemysl and finally Lemberg were 
recaptured and the Russians were 
driven north into Poland and east 
toward the Bessarabian frontier. All 
but a thin strip of Galicia was re- 
conquered, after having been occu- 
pied by Russia since September. 

Russian disaster was explained by 
lack of ammunition and by the great 
superiority of German artillery. Prob- 
ably this explains the rapidity of the 
debacle, but the Russians were clear- 
ly outnumbered, outgeneraled and 
outfought. 

Third Drive at Warsaw (uly). 

Once Galicia wag cleared the full 
extent of German purpose was re- 
vealed. Glance at a map and it will 
be seen that Russian Poland extends 
into German and Austrian territory, 
which grip it something like a pair 
of jaws, Warsaw, the westernmost 
fortries of the Russian defensive line 
is outflanked by German East Pru 
sian territory and by Austrian Gali- 
clan districts. 

Very shortly it became clear that the 
plan of the Austro-German command- 
ers was to attack Warsaw in front, 
along the familiar Raw’ a-baura front 
and at the same time to attauk ihe de- 
fensive lines that coveted the railroads 
from Kiev, Moscow and Petrograd to 
the Polish capital. If these Hries in the 
rear fell before Warsaw was evacuated 
all the Russians west of the clos ng 
jaws wonld be cut off, surry inded, ul- 
‘mately captured: the greater pait of 
Russian military strength weuld be 
eliminated. 

If Warsaw wore evacuated in time the 
Russian front would be thrown back 
from the Vistuia tv the Bug, the Aus- 
tro-German allies woufd gain a tremend- 
ously strong defenesi.+ line, having cin- 
Guered @nost of l'oland andAhey might 
expect that Russia would seek peace, or 
ai least be compelle-] to conduct a, rela- 
tively harmless défersive operution far 
within her own territory for many 
months. .The main object was, of 
course, to disposa», of the hussian 
armies by enveloping and capturing 
them. This would in all yr-bability 
mean a decision, but short of this, if the 
Kussian armies were complorely routed 
with Austrian eni German §territery 
freed of invaders, with victorious Ger- 
inan armies standing in Belgium, Po- 
land and Northern France, (Germany 
might expect to hear from her foes 
some proposals for peace, which would 
be based on the full recognition of her 
conquests and achievements 


These lines were written with the fate 
of Warsaw still in doubt. The Austrian 
and German jaws are still closing stead. 
ily behind Warsaw, but the Russian 
resistance is desperate and, so far, sus- 
tained. At the moment Germany is as 
néear to a decision as she was in France 
in September of last year. But if the 
Russian armies hold as the French did 
at the Marne, Germany will miss the 
great decision. even if she takes War- 


saw. 
IV. ALLIES’ OFFENSIVE. 

HE first campaign in the west end- 

ed with the battle of Flanders on 


r. 15. It left the allied armies 
to the exteng that they have 
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parried the great German design to dis- 
pose of France. It left them holding 
lines which had endured the shock of 
terrific attack, but it left them shattered 
and to some extent disorganized. The 
first British expeditionary army had 
disappeared in casualties. France ha: 
lost at least three-quarters of a million 
of men. It was necessary to reorganize 
all the allied armies, to attempt to over- 
take the Germans, whose preparatior 
and foresight had almost won them the 
decision. 
Once this reorganization was achieved 
and preparation began to go forward 
it was necessary to attempt: offensive 
cperations not alone to get the Ger- 
mans out of France, where their hold 
upon the mineral and industrial dis- 
tricts was crippling the French, but 
also to relieve the pressure upon Rus- 
sia and thus assist the great Russian 
uffensive in Galicia. These attempts 
stretch from January to July and are, 
with one exception, an uninterrupted 
series of local successes, yet wholly 
barren of any but the smallest local 
advantage. Great as is the place they 
rave occupied in the news of recent 
months, tremendous as have been the 
losses to forces engaged, they - have 
left the battle lines hardly changed and 
require no detailed examination. 
French Offensives, January te July. 

The main effort in the West has, of 
course, been made by the French. In 
the past six months a sustained attack 
has been made in each sector. Thus in 
January the first offensive broke out 
north of the Aisne and east of Sois- 
rons. Local advances were made, but @ 
fiood carried away the Aisne bridges 
and the French were obliged to evacuate 
not only the ground gained, but the 
ground held by the British in the early 
days of the general allicd advance after 
the battle of the Marne. This was the 
one complete failure. 


In February a néw effort was made 
in Alsace and French troops broke out 
of the Thur Valley below Than and 
touched the Alsatian plain. Their ad- 
vance was checked within sight of 

uelhausen and they were crowded 
back to the hills. The operation termi- 
nated with real gain to the French, 
but they falled utterly to gain a foot- 
hold on the plain. ™ 

A third effort in Champagne led to 
much more severe fighting and to ter- 
rific losses on both sides. Not less than 
half a million men fought for nearly a 
month on the narrow front between 
Rheims and the Argonne, the French 
striving to get hold of the railroad, 
which supplied the German front west 
of Vouziers. Slit progress and actual 
failure to attain the object marked this 
effort. A fourth venture about St. Mi- 
hiel brought back only — insignificant 
profits. 

The most successful advance was 
made in May, north of Arras, and result- 
ed in the eapture of the Lorette Heights 
and a number of villages west of Lens. 
But once more the main objective was 
not attained. The city of Lens did not 
fall, and the German lines, thinned to 
reinforce the eastern armies, were not 
broken. In fact, the Germans were 
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These various offensives cost the 
French not less than 750,000 in casualties 
and achieved no materlal advantage, 
necessary as they were. 

British Failure (November to July.) 
As to the British efforts since the 
battles of Flanders, they may be com- 
rehended in the simpie statement 
that the British army has been un- 
able to accomplish any serious offensive 
result since the middle of last Novem- 
ber. The single ambitious bid for suc- 
cess at Neuve Chapelle in March ended 
in a terribly expensive local victory, 
but the gain here was offset by loss 
of trenches in the second battle of 
Ypres in April. A determined effort to 
support the French operations about 


Since March the British, now num- 
bering perhaps half a million, have held 
their ground with little but trench 
fighting, in which their losses have 
been heavy. Not less than 300,000 Brit- 
ish have now been killed; wounded or 
captured in the western field. But the 
failure of the Government to provide 
ammunition has halted ard still holds 
up the British offensive. All talk of a 
“spring drive” has proved mere moon- 
shine, and there remains some doubt as 
to whether the British will be able to 
undertake any serious offensive before 
next spring. 


The Dardanelles (February to July.) 

Three circumstances produced the al- 
lied offensive designed to take Con- 
stantinople, by forcing the Dardanelles. 
Turkey’s entrance into the war in No- 
vember had closed Russia’s Black Sea 
ports, Winter was sealing up the Arctic 
and Pacific ports. Russia's need for 
munitioning was plain. This was the 
chief circumstance. Again, Turkish 
troops were undertaking an offensive 
against Egypt which threatened British 
power at the very keystone of the im- 
perial arch. Yinally, the fall of Con- 
stantinople was bound to exercise a 
profound influence upon Italy and the 
Balka® States. 


The first attempt was made by the 
Anglo-French fleet without land forces. 
The Operation began on Feb. 19, was 
marked by initial successes, and was 
completely checked by the sinking of 
three battleshfps on March 18. What 
many critics had foretold had now hap- 
pened. It had again been demonstrated 
that @ naval operation of this sort with- 
out the help of landing forces could not 
succeed. It was necessary to have 
recourse to a new expedition; the Turks 
were warned in advance of waht was 
coming and allied prestige in the Bal- 
kans was severely shattered. On the 
other hand. Italian participation was 
hastened and Turkey's attack upon 
Egypt endod. 

A month later an Angtio-French ex- 
peditionary army was landed on the 
Gallipoli peninsula, after an engagement 
which brought heavy casualties to the 
invaders. For many weeks thereafter 
the land forces were unable to make 
any advance. The support of the fleet 
was hindered by the operations of a 
German submarine, which scored on 
two more battleships. Only in recent 
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Turks. 

Whether the Dardanelles expedition 
was wise or foolish, a point much de- 
bated, it is plain that it has been badly 
managed, has so far failed to make any 
serious progress and that the ultimate 
capture of Constantinople is still open 
to question. On the other hand, it is 
necessary to recognize that the failure 
of Germany to take Warsaw or even in 
taking Warsaw to capture the Russian 
armies if followed by the fall of Con- 
stantinople would mean that the Ger- 
man attempt to dispose of Russia had 
terminated, for once the Dardanelles 
are forced Russia will be able to muni- 
tion and equip her millions. who are 
only waiting for arms The fall of 
Constantinople will necessarily settle 
the attitude of the Balkans, certainly 
bring Greece into the anti-German line 
and probably Rumania Aliied defeat, 
on the contrary, will mean, if not a 
disaster, an irremediable repulse. At the 
close of the first year Warsaw and 
Constantinople are the critical points in 
the situation. 


Italian Operations (May 23 to 
23.) 
eclared war upon Austria on 
The nature of her frontier, 
hemmed in by the Austrian mountains 
from the Isonzo to Switzerland, her 
northern provinces open to attack from 
the fortified places of the Austrian 
Tyrol, made it inevitable that her ef- 
fort for many months would be con- 
fined to attempts to clear her own fron- 
tiers of the Ausfrians, and close the 
gateways leading to her own regions, 
and held by her foes. Such offen- 
sives as she could undertake in atten- 
tion would naturally be directed at 
Trieste and the Itallan-speaking dis- 
tricts east of her frontiers. 


At the close of two months of war 
Italy is still striving to penetrate into 
the Trentino, about the fortress of 
Trent, to cut the railroad lines serving 
the Augtrian Tyrol by the Pusterhal, 
to surround and reduce the whole Tyro- 
lean salient south of the Brenner Pass. 
So far she has made slight but unim- 
portant progress, and is still outside 
the first lines of Austrian defense in 
the Adige Valley, along the Pusterthal, 
and south ef the Stelvio. .

"ae BERLIN, July 31~—Maj. Ernest Mo-, 


‘| yaht, the military correspondent of the 
Berliner Tageblatt, reviewing the 12- 
months of the war, for the Associated 
Press, says: 

“A year ago a coalition with a power- 
ful numerical superiority declared war 
on Austria-Hungary and Germany. Tho 
hostile countries have a far larger pop- 
ulation than have the two central pow- 
ers and their combined armies originally 


outnumbered those of the latter. They 


central states, however, have known 
how to improve this difficult situation 
by alternately taking the offensive and 
defensive on the western and eastern 
fronts. 

“In the west the German armies in a 
rapid, triumphant advance, carried their 
standards within 60 miles of Paris, and 
have kept them flying there since mid- 
September. Even though the right and 
left wings of our wide-flung battle frout 
in France and Belgium have been bent 
back since then (because there was no 
other method for the time being of 
counteracting the numerical superority 
of the British, French and Belgians), 
atill we hold the positions, fortified dur- 
ing the nine months, firmly in our 
hands, so that almost all of Belgium 
and the Northeastern Departments of 
France have been occupied by the 
troops of Germany.

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MISSOURI WHEA 
CROP FAR St 
OF YIELD OF 1314 


State Report Shows that Floods 
and Continued Raips Have 
Caused Heavy Losses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., July 31.—Early 
threshing returns indicate that the Mis- 
souri wheat crop for 1915 will fall sev- 
eral millions of bushels short of the 1914 
crop. The monthly crop report, as is- 
sued today from the office of the secre- 
tary of the Missouri State Board of 
Agriculture is as follows: 

Floods and continued rains have 
caused heavy losses in the northwest 
section. 

Taking the States as-a whole, 22 per 
cent of the wheat crop is reported 
threshed. -_jstimated yield for part 
threshed is 12.6 bushels per acre. The 
total yield for the State will be further 
reduced, owing to the fact that much 
wheat in the northern counties could 
not be harvested. Wheat is generally 
poor in quality and some of it will be 
fed to hogs. 

Owing to continued rains and over- 
flows in the heavy corn counties of 
North Missouri, corn condition for the 
State is but 73.6. In some of the north- 
west counties there are fields of corn 
that have never been plowed and many 
fields that have been plowed but once 
or twice. The prospect, with favorable 
weather from this time on, is far better 
than a year ago. 

The preliminary estimate on the oat 
yield for Missouri is 29 bushels per acre, 
as compared with 22 bushels last year. 
But for floods, Missouri would have 
made the greatest oat crop in her his* 
tory.

ST.LOUIS GAIN I 
FREIGHT FACILITIES 
SOON IS PREDICTED 


Traffic Commissioner Coyle of 
B. M. L. Expects It as a Re- 
sult of Commerce Ruling. 


The recent decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, condemning de- 
livery of freight in St. Louis by rail- 
roads through the agency of transfer 
companies, will result in immediate ben- 
efits to St. Louis through the construc- 
tion of additional termina! facilities on 
this side of the river, in the opinion of 
P. W. Coyle, traffic commissioner of 
the Business Men’s League. 

Coyle sent out an analysis of the de- 
cision to league members yesterday. 
Several of the Hastern railroads main- 
tain no freight stations of team track 
facilities in St. Louis, They deliver 
their freight in East St. Louis and re- 
ceive freight from St. Louis. there. 
Transfer companies haul the freight 
across the river, as the agent of the 
railroad, receiving 2 cents a 100 pounds 
for the service. The freight is deliv- 
ered by the same transfer company to 
the shipper, who also pays an addi- 
tional charge. 

Not Actual Delivery. 

This does not constitute actual de- 
livery of freight in St. Louis, in the 
opinion of the commission. The deliv~ 
ery is made only at an imaginary point. 
The commission holds that it is legal to 
deliver at the freight houses of the 
transfer companies, such as those main- 
tained by the St. Louis and Columbia, 
but there are many companies which 
have no such facilities. 

In analyzing the decision, 
said: 

“It is our interpretation of the re- 
port of the commission that the car- 
riers may lewfuly use the freight 
stations of the transfer or drayage 
companies, but that the practice 
whioh ig termed ‘constructive’ station 
service is an unjust discrimination 
which must be corrected, Obviously, 
this decision of the commission will 
require the development of freight 
house and team track facilities in 
St. Louis by all of the east side 
lines in keeping with the five who 
now have their freight houses here. 

Important to Business Interests. 

“This is most desirable and very 
important to the commercial inter- 
ests of this city. While our shippers 
may avail themselves of the improved 
and expedious service of the five lines 
having their’ freight house facilities 
on this side of the river, it must 
be borne in mind that there are thou- 
sands of shipments leaving here daily 
for local points, or points reached 
only by some one line from St. Louis, 
which must necessarily be re-handled 
at East St. Louis, whereas wii. track 
station facilities all shipments might 
be loaded here in station order and 
such transfer avoided. 

“All of this illustrates the import- 
ance of west side stations and em- 
phasizes the conclusion of the special 
committee of the Business Men’s 
League, who reported on this sub- 
ject, June 12, 1912, as follows:

Kansas Crop Outlook. 


Kansas farmers will narvest 115.- 
700,000 bushels of winter wheat this 
year, accordin to#® the estimate, 
based on conditions July 24 in the 
July report of the State Board of 
Agriculture. Continuous rains and 
hail during the harvest season have 
cost the State 23,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, the report points out, the es- 
timate in the June report, based on 
conditions June 19, having been 138,- 
100,000 bushels. 

Corn conditions are reported as 
improving over those of a month 
ago, although the 4,526,000 acres now. 
growing is the lowest the State has 
ad since 1882, and 14.27 per cent 
less than in 1914, Conditions for the 
State are estimated at 74.6 per cent, 
an increase of 9.6 per cent over the 
June report. 

The acreage of oats is estimated at 
1,202,948, with a prospective yield of 
27.8 bushels an acre. 

The report, compiled by J. C. Moh- 
ler, secretary of the board, from the 
estimates of 1600 representatives in 
the various counties of the State, as- 
serts that the quality of the wheat 
is rated as “good” in 18 counties in 
the western part of the State, “poor’’ 
in eight counties in the eastern third, 
and averages “medium” in the other 
79 counties, among which are the 
important wheat producers of the 
central third. The yield is estimated 
from an acreage of 48,059,191 and 
gives a prospective yield of 14.36 
bushels to the acre. 

“Numerous fields failed to be har- 
vested owing to ground that was con- 
stantly too wet to operate the reaping 
machines and the over-ripe wheat went 
down beyond reach of the sickle,’’ says 
the report. 

“Excessive precipitation caused much 
dama throughout the State and this 
condition is reflected by the decreased 
average yields per acre, indicated on the 
area harvested. In some cases weeds 
made such growth as to render the crop 
not worth cutting. Much wheat was 
lodged, down, twisted, broken and nat- 
urally the waste has been heavy.” 

The report points out that returns of 
Assessors, complete from 104 of the 
State’s 105 counties, showed 9,449,814 acres 
sown to winter wheat last fall—an in- 
crease of more than 4 per cent over the 
acreage of the preceding year. This is 
the largest area ever sown to wheat in 
Kan Of the entire area sown, 14.7

SEA TACTICS IS PROVEN 


| 


Former Officer, 


in Review of First Year of 
War, Finds That Department Has 
Distinguished Itself. 


BERLIN, July %L—Although the main 
German and British fleets have not 
been matched in battle, the ending of 
the first year of the war finds that 
Germany has distinguished herself at 
sea, says Capt. I. Persius in a naval 
review prepared for the Associated 
Press. 

Capt. Persius, formerly an officer of 
the German navy, is a recognized au- 
thority on German naval affairs and 
is naval expert of th2 Berliner Tage- 
blatt. He stuies that Germany's policy 
has been to attempt to weaken her chief 
opponent at sea by using submarines 
and mines to a point where there will 
be some prospect of success of an at- 
tack on the main British fleet. His 


Dieplayed Daring Offensive. 

‘We thus see that from the very be- 
ginning German warships displayed a 
spirit of daring offcnsive. Not only in 
European waters, but in distant seas, 
we heard of victorious combats wherein 
our cruisers were engaged. In a ma- 
jority of cases the foreign cruisers, like 
the home units, fought against nuch au- 
perior forces. 

“In Germany the gigantic task of our 
sea forces is in no wise underestimated. 
| We know that the British fleet alone, 
so far as material strength’ is con- 
cerned, is considerably mere than twic: 
our superior, but we are certain that 
the same heroic spirit of determination 
to win éxists in the fleet as in the 
army, and that we can depend upon 
the efficiency of our material which, 
even though inferior in quantity, can 
brave comparison with that of any other 
Power for excellence in construction of 
artillery and machinery. 

“We do not forget that the British 
fleet, firat in the world and of glorious 
history, is an opponent worthy of all 
respect. Nevertheless, at the close of 
the first year of the war, it may be said 
without exaggeration that its achieve- 
}ments do not measure up to our expec- 
tations. It has lacked, it seems, the 
fron determination and ability te con- 
quer. 

Evident Lack of Initiative. 

“The British Admiralty has held 
strictly to ‘the strategy of caution.’ The 
German submarine danger is, we real- 
ize, partly responsible, but it cannot 
Le questioned that, as a consequence of 
undeniably evident lack of initiative 
the prestige of the British sea power 
no longer stands so unshaken through- 
British 
forces have been victorious only in en-’ 
gagemernts where they were overwhelm- 
ingly superior, as at the Falkland Is 
lands; and even this is not claimed by 
the British press to be an unconditiona! 
success, because the battle was toc 
costly in time and sacrifice. 

“Our naval authorities followed gen- 
erally the principle of keeping battle- 
ships in harbor while attempting to 
weaken the enemy through minor war- 
fare, particularly with submarines and 
mines, to a point where an attack on 
the main fleet will offer some prospéct 
of success. How correct this strategy 
was is proved by the past 12 months. 
Thanks to the effectiveness of our sub- 
marines, which excited the justified 
admiration of the whole world, it has 
been possible sorely to wound the Brit- 
ish fleet. 

“In addition, our submarine arm has 
busied itself since the beginning of ths 
year in @n entirely unexpected way, as 
a destroyer of commerce. Views may 
differ as to the final outcome in this 
field, but it is undeniable that a na- 
tion like Germany, whose commerce has 
been driven from the seas, but which 
can subsist without Imports, has an 
extraordinary advantage over a coun- 
try dependent almost entirely, like 
Britain, upon importations of food and 
raw materials across the water. 

Submarine Danger Like Nightmare. 

The submarine danger unquestionably 
weighs like a nightmare upon the inhab- 
ifants of. the sea-washed land.

The qvestion whether airships and aero- 
planes could be used offensively at sea 
must, in the light of the achievements 
of our aircraft, be answered affirma- 
tively. 

“German aircraft have even fought 
successfully -against the @readed sub 
marines. A Russian submarine was de- 
stroyed in the Baltic by bombs from an 
aéroplane, and at least one British sub- 
marine met the same fate in the North 
Sea. 

Battleships Inactive. 

“The general fear of submarines ia re- 
sponsible for the remarkable spectacie 
of the heavily armed and strongly arm- 
ored battleships rarely venttiring to 
leave sheltering harbors—ships which be- 
fore the war were counted as decisive 
factors in séa power, but which find 
themselves condemned to inactive roles. 
Clashes of heavy battleships, like those 
in distant waters, have borne out the 
old rule that superiority in numbers, 
artillery and speed make up the decisive 
factor for victory. 

“The British were defeated off Coro- 
nel, Chile, bécausé the Monmouth and 
Good Hope depended for the most part 

six-inch guns, while the German 
cruisers Gneisenau and Scharnhorst car- 
ried cnly eight three-inch guns. The 
victory at the Falkland Islands was 
easy for the British battle cruisers In- 
vincible and Inflexible and their con- 
sorts because they mounted 12-inch guns 
and also -were much faster than the 
German ships. 

“The German fleet may boast that the 
offensive spirit it has displayed has 
constituted the most prominent and de- 
cisive feature of all the naval war 
theaters. War was declared against 
Russia on Aug. 1, and on Aug. 2 the 
eruiser Augsburg bombarded the Rus- 
sian war port of Iibau. The declara- 
tion of war against France was issued 
Aug. 3, and on the following day the 
cruisers Goeben and Bresleau sheiled 
the troop embarkation points of Phil- 
peville and Bona, on the North African 
coast. Finally England declared war 
on Aug. 4, and on the 8th the minelayer 
Koentgin Luise planted mines at the 
mouth of the Thames, one of which de- 
stroyed the cruiser Amphion. 

‘In warship duels a'so weight and 
armament were decisive. The Sydney, 
armed with six-inch guns, was thus 
able to destroy the Emden with only 
4.2-inch cannon. 

“The lessons which may be drawn 
from past events may be summon up 
briefly as follows: 

Artillery and Speed Necessary. 

“Superiority of technical material 
plays, as in earlier navai battles, an im- 
portant role, perhaps to a greater ex- 
ten now than before. Given . crews 
practically equal in skill, the side which 
is inferior in artillery and speed is 
at so heavy a disadvantage that victory 
is possible only under oxceptionally fa- 
vorable circumstances. 

“The submarine has proved itself a 
thoroughly dangerous weapon, to which 
unsuspected possibilities must be con- 
ceded. All methods of defense hitherto 
employed have failed to fulfill thelr 
} purpose in requisite manner. 

Dirigfbles and aerny'anes have not 
only demonstrated their value in scout- 
ing, but also have been engaged effect- 
ively upon the offensive. 

“The lessons learned even thus far will 
have a marked influence upon the con- 
struction of fleets, anid I can under- 
stand in the United States efforts are 
te made to take advarnage of them.’ aa

Pacek to indicate she gould not stand 
the anesthetic. Dr. Ity said she 
administered about one-third of a 
bottle containing 60 grams of chloro- 
form.

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GERMAN BEER SUPPLY CUT To 
60 PER CENT OF THE NORMAL 


20 Per Cent of O14 Production Goes 
- to Army and Civilians Are Facing 
Prospects of Higher Prices. 


BERLIN, July 31.—Prospects of a beer 
shortage, and, as its natural resultant, 
another increase in prices, is giving 
concern to the authorities. For some 
time now the beer production has been 


reduced to 6 per cent of {ts former fig- 
vres—for the purpose of cutting down 
the quantity of barley used. At the 
same time the breweries are required to 
set apart 20 per cent of the old produc- 
tion figure for the army—with the re- 
sult that Berlin has to sibsist on # 
per cent of its one-time supply. 

Aside from the general public, which 
either is getting less beer to drink than 
before, or is paying more for it, or both, 
the restaurant and cafe proprietors are 
the ones hardest hit. Even the raises 
in-prices that have been effective for 
months have not compensated for the 
material reduction in number of sales. 

As one means for aiding them, it now 
is proposed to stop the sale of bottled 
beer in grocery and other stores that 
have other income sources, limit maté- 
rially the bottled beer production and 
permit the restaurants to handle all 
that is produced. The sale of bottled 
beer in munictpal or Government butld- 
ings it is proposed to stop altogether 
‘as a further means of lightening the 
load of the restauranteur.

Thorras H. McKittrick, former presi- 
dent of the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry 
Goods Cuv., a $6,000,000 corporation now in 
process of jiquidation, filed an answer in 
the United States District Court yes- 
terday to the suit filed several weeks 
ago by Peter J. Byrne, a stockholder, 
asking for the appointment of a re- 
celver. 

The Hargadine-McKittrick Co. was 
wrecked as the result of its acquisition 
and cpération of the William Barr Dry 
Goods Co. for several years and the 
promotion ani erection of the 21-sory 
Railway Exchange Building. 

In his answer McKittrick denies that 
he ever personally undertood to plan or 
erect the Railway Exchange Building in 
his ewn behalf, but that in everything 
he did—in the acquisition of ground 
leases and the construction of the build- 
ing—he was acting in behalf and for the 
benefit of the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company. He dented that any of the 
money of the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company was used to the payment of 
his own obligations, or that he or any 
other officer or director of the company 
ever trade one dollar of person@ profit 
out of the acquisition of the leases and 
the construction of the_butilding. 

Conceived Bullding Pian. 

He admits that he conceived the plan 
of the Railway Exchange Building and 
aided tn its construction, and that every- 
thing he did was with the full sanction 
of the directors of the dry goodg com- 
pany, and for the benefit of that cor- 
poration. The corporation, in conferring 
powers upon him, was acting within 
its charter rights, he asserts. 

He dented further that any of the 
property of the Hargadine-McKittrick 
Co. was ever illegally held from the 
stockholders. He asserted that he used 
hid personal credit for the benefit of 
the company, and that he and several 
other officiais sacrificed their entire pri- 
vate fortunes in their efforts to preserve 
its assets and make money for the 
stockholders, 

McKittrick denied taking any commis- 
sions or profits of any kind in conneo- 
tion with the erection of the building, 
and stated that the only moneys he 
ever received from the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick Co. for any purpose was for 
his salary as president of the company 
—his salary being $13,500 a vear—and for 
dividends on his stock. He never re- 
ceived any salary, commissions or other 
profits from the Railway Exchange 
Building Co., the William Barr Dry 
Goods Co., or the Railway Exchange 
Building syndicate, he asserts. He never 
at any time refused to tell the stock- 
holders of the dry goods company what 
became of the assets, he states, and 
none of the assets were wasted. 

Credit Refused to Company. 

The answer states that the dry goods 
company, finding on March 15 that the 
banks would not extend it the 
credit necessary to continue  busi- 
ness, decided to liquidate Dis- 
satisfied stockholders at that time 
threatened to suit for a receiver, it is 
stated, and had their petition prepared 
and signed. They, however, agreed at a 
meeting to the appointment of a liqui- 
dating committee, McKittrick and the 
other members of his family holding 
offices in the company, resigning. E. C. 
Simmons, George M. Wright and Walker 
Hill were named as directors, to succeed 
the three McKittricks, and the new 
hoard, March 22, appointed a liquidating 
committee comprised of Simmons, 
Wright and R. MoKittrick Jones. 

The answer states thet the liquidating 
committee made an advantageous cash 
sale of the entire stock of goods, and 
some of the fixtures, to the Ely-Walker 
Dry Goods Co., this deal having been 
negotiated by McKittrick himself. The 
price obtained for the stock of goods 
was not stated. 

The answer recites that collections of 
the outstanding claims of the company 
have been made so that 8 per cent of 
the creditors’ claims, aggregating ap- 
proximately $3,000,000, have been _paid. 
The company still has outstanding bille 
receivable amounting to $800,000, which 
it is stated, are being collected by the 
Ely-Walker company. 

The company own® the entire capital 
stock of the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing Co., having par value of $2,000,000; 
$250,000 of the first mortgage bonds of 
the Rallway Exchange Building Co., 
and the stock of several factories. 

McKittrick agks the court, upon this 
showing to dismiss the suit filed by 
Byrne, so that the liquidating committee 
may proceed with its work of winding 
up the business of the company. The 
answer was filed by Attorneys Danie) 
G. Taylor and Jacob Chasnoff.

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DISCOVERY OF RED 
MITE 13 SIGNAL 
FOR HARD WORK 


Unless Pest Is Cleared Out of 
Poultry House It Will 
Kill Fowls. 


In speaking of chicken mites, tne| 
average poultryman thinks of the little 
red pest that swarms about the poultry 
quarters, if left unchecked during the 
summer. There are, in fact, four species 
of mites that attack poultry, but only 
one, the common red, is visible to tho 
naked eye. The other two are known 
as the “itch mite,”” which causes scaly 
leg, and the depulming mite, which is 
often responsible for the loss of feath- 
ers. 

But the common red mite is the most 
troublesome parasite the poultryman has 
to deal with. Where poultry quarters 
are badly infested and no riddance ef- 
fort is made, they will literally kill some 
fowls. Hens on nests while hatching 
have been found dead,as a result of be- 
ing attacked by swarms of these mites. 
Mrs. Helen D. Whitaker, head of the 
poultry department of Washington 
State College, says that the chicken 
mite mother deposits her tiny egg in a 
crack or crevice of the wood, a crack 
lined with a mussed, soiled feather, or 
a crevice in which is a little heap of 
manure or other filth to furnish damp- 
negs and heat. A spoiled egg broken in 
a dirty nest will furnish delectable food 
for a thousand of them. 

The fifst remedy for mites is to rake 
up, scrape up, spade up, sweep up an4 
scrub up. For the sweeping use a stiff, 
whiskbroom for all nest corners and 
crevices, and a deck broom for floors, 
dropping boards, etc. For scrubbing, 
nothing is better than pearline or Dutch 
cleanser. 

If the house is tn bad condition, use 
carbolineum avenarius with which to 
paint every quarter inch of the inside 
where mites are in evidence or might 
be in hiding. Apply with an ordinar; 
stiff paint brush. If heated before us- 
ing, the carbolineum will be thinner, 
will spread more evenly and penetrate 
the wood better. It cannot be dilutei 
with water, but one can use one-fourth 
carholineum to three-fourths distillate or 
ordinary kerosene. Apply the mixture 
with a spray pump having an agitator. 
Use a nozzle having a very fine spray 
and considerable force in applying, se 
that the liquid is driven into every rough 
surface and every check or crack in the 
wood. Two gallons of the mixture 
should cover thoroughly a.10 by 12 foot 
house at a cost of material not to ex- 
ceed $1. 

One quart of crude carbolic acid with 
two and one-half gallons of lime should 
make whitewash enough to spray a 
10 by 12 foot building. But neither air- 
sliaked lime nor whitewash will eradi- 
cate mites. If whitewash is put on 
boiling hot, the heat may accomplish 
the result, but lime alone is not death 
to mites. The second spray suggestec 
is therefore not so effective as the first 

A third spray material highly recom- 
mended is zenoleum, which¢costs about 
4 cents a quart. Use about one pint 
of zenoleum to two gallons of water. 
Since zenoleum is so readily soluble in 
water, it is not as lasting in effect as 
the crude creosdte or carboleum. It is, 
however, much easier to apply. It is 
perféettly harmless to the operator and 
to the feet or feathers of the fowls 
The carboleum, on the other hand, 1s 
very irritating to the nose, eyes and 
throat while spraying and if it comes 
in contact with the plumage of the 
fowls it temporarily discolors them. 

Crude creosote, about a gallon, mixed 
with one galion of distillate, makes a 
very cheap and effective spray. 

No matter which-.spray is used, the 
fowls should be shut out of the house 
until thoroughly dry. It is well to bear 
in mind that a building once sprayed 
with corbolineum or creosote will not 
take whitewash well thereafter. White- 
wash has the advantage of lightening 


pearance. 

Above all, the poultryman should bear 
in mind that if he skips just one inch 
of infested space in his spraying he has 
left enough mites to produce thousands 
in a month. Therefore repeat the spray 
at intervals of four days until no trace 
of living mites can be found. 


Milk Has Curative 
Effects on Chicks 


A series of interesting and valuable 
tests were carried on by the poultry de- 
partment of the Experiment Station at 
Storrs, Conn., to show the effects of 


white diarrhea in chicks, In three years 
2250 chicks were handled in these tests, 
representing practically all breeds and 
varieties. The tests showed that the 
feeding of milk to chicks which have 
been inoculated with the germ that pro- 
duces white diarrhea will lower the 
death rate. Besides, it will reduce the 
mortality among chicks suffering from 
any general diseases to which they may 
be subject. 

Little difference was shown in the re- 
sults due to feeding sweet or sour milk. 
It was found that sour milk produces a 
slight gain in weight as compared with 
that produced by sweet milk. The dif- 
ference, however, was so small as to 
make the increase in value of sour milk 
over sweet a igible quantity. 

Aside from ita c ve value, the use 
of milk aids in d on due to the 
presence of lactic acid. Furt it 
ia very pelatable to the birds and con- 
tains enough protein in an eaally digest- 
ible form to take the place of meat foods 
for thie purpose. As a fattener, when

A Freak Chicken, 
I have a hen that has a head, neck 


and comb like a rooster but her body 
is like @ hen.

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Wind Under the Skin. 
Can you tell me what is the trouble 


with a chicken that seems to have wind 
under the skin? The entire chicken is 
just lke a biown-up bladder. It has 
iost most of its feathers.—R. A. B., St. 
Louls, Mo. 

There are several poultry ailments 
that cause windpuffs under the skin, 
and ‘the ordinary treatment for them 1s 
to prick them with a needle, letting the 
air or gas out. After caponizing a bird 
it very frequently happens that these 
windpuffs will form about the wound 
and they may reappear severa] times 
}after pricking them, but this is con- 
sidered nothing serious. We have never 
heard of a case where a bird's entire 
body was covered with these puffs. As 
for treatment in this case, you might 
try pricking the puffs, a8 stated, and 
see what will happen. But if the ail- 
ment is as bad as your inquiry indi- 
cates it is doubtful whether ‘t will pay 
to go to any trouble in trying to save 
the bird. 


Boil on “Eyelid, 
Please advise me what can be done 


about a growth like a boil on the lower 
eyelid of a fullgrown Barred Rock hen. 
It formed like a pimple and has now de- 
veloped to the size of a small marble; 
containing pus. Otherwise the hen is 
in healthy condition and lays regularly. 
—P. M. 8., St. Louis, Mo. 

Out advice would be to cleanse the 
region about this growth, then lance it, 
provided it is filled with pus as you 
state, and which undoubtedly is true. 
After forcing out all the pus and wash- 
ing the wound, apply a little carbolized 
vaseline, being careful not to get it 
into the eye. Pure vaseline would be 
helpful, too, and would not be as pain- 
ful to the bird if some of it should get 
into the eye. While the wound is heal- 
ing it will be well to keep the hen in a 
small coop by itself, ‘where no other 
birds Can annoy her, and possibly reopen 
the wound by picking it. This also will 
help to keep the wound from becoming 
infected through dirt getting into it. 


Marketing Faults 
Are Easy to Avoid 


Heavy losses occur from the eer T 
killing, dressing and packing of birds 
for market. In the fall of 1913 thousands 
of dressed fowls had to be cremated 
because they were spolled when they 
reached the retallers. 

The various steps in preparing poultry 
for market are not difficult to master. 
There are just a few essentials and pre- 
cautions thet, if carefully observed, vill 
produce a wholesome high-grade prod- 
uct. 

As soon as the birds are received the 
packer should transfer them to the hold- 
ing batteries, whiehare really coops so 
constructed that only a few birds are in 
the same compartment. All have an 
equal chance tc get food and an abund- 


ance of air, and cleanliness is easily 
maintained. Se TT TIT ag 


Remedies for Insects 
Destroying Gardens 


Insects are prevalent in gardens this 
season. The flea beetle has been eating 
the radish. Spray with powdered ar- 
\senate of lead and lime, or with arse- 
nate of lead dissolved in water. For the 
green aphis, which feed upon the under 
side of the leaves, sucking the juice, 
spray with soap and water, one pound 
of soap to six gallons of water. Cut- 
worms are troublesome. 
a good‘remedy. Use two or three ounces 
of sugar or similar quantity of molasses 


to a gallon of water and sufficient bran | dust 


to make a mixture that will readily run 
through the fingers. Add _ one-hal( 
ounce of Paris green. Poisoned bait 
may be used agaisnt this pest. 

Spray a patch of clover or useless 
succulent plants with Paris green, one 
pound to 100 gallons of water. Mow 
the clover close to the ground and place 
in small heaps, while fresh, around thw 
infested plants at a distance of about 
two feet.

| Pioneer Realty Man Says Outlying Towns Will 
Later See Folly of Not Being Included 
In General City Planning. 


John H. Terry, president of the 8t. 
Louis Real Estate Exchange more 
than a quarter of a century ago, was 
receiving congratulations from friends 
upon his eightieth birthday yesterday. 

The real estate business which he es- 
tablished 40 years or more ago following 
term as Judge of the Land Court, is 
being continued by his son, Albert T. 
Terry, former president of the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange, under the style 
of Albert T. Terry & Co 


Notwithstanding Judge Terry’s 
years, he moves about with an elasticity 
of step that would do credit to men 
many years his junior. 


‘TI arrived in St. Louls, Aug. 98,1865, a 
stranger without even a letter of in- 
troduction,” said Judge Terry. “I well 
remember the impression made upon 
me by the sight of the great river that 
flows in front of our city. It was the 
first attraction I wished to investigate. 
I had been in New York and had seen 
the shipping interests. I also had visited 
Chicago and many of the interior cities 
but I had never before found a place so 
busy and so fu of business excite- 
ment, as the levee in front of St. Louis. 

“It seemed to me then that the great- 
est asset St. Louis had was the Mis- 
sissippi. The time is sure to come when 
the restoration of traffic and business 
on the great river, will be restored. 


“One of the vital questions now being 
agitated is the extension of our city lim- 
its, taking in territory ‘that actually 
belongs to us. - The people of the-sub- 
urbs are increasing in“ numbers and 
being deprived of many of the comforts 
they are entitled to on account of be- 
ing outside an imaginery line. The lo- 
cation of streets, sewers and grades 
that are being provided now without 
any regard to a general system for the 
future, will cost millions to those who 
come after us, to partially conform 
them to the needs of a_e greater 
city. The expense to the County 
people incurred by being taken into the 
city, in my opinion, will not be _ in- 
creased over the expénses of the smal! 
towns that are now organized in the 
County. The municipal organizations 
that now exist and those to come after, 
should be given local government for 
the regulation of local affairs, in a very 
large measure. 

Criticises Street Car System, 

“There is another matter that I think 
pertains to the city as it is. There 
should be a general re-arrangement 
of our street railroad system, While 
we have one of the best managed elec- 
tric systems in the county, it is with- 
out form and almost incomprehensible. 
It was organized by different companies 
at different times, without any regard 
to system and hardly any accommoda- 
tions for the people. Charters were 
twisted around for the accommodation 
of churches, saloons and private indi- 
viduals. 

“It has been remarked that ten per 
cent of the mileage ou our street rail-

ways Gould be dispensed with and thus 
increase the aceommodation of the 
people. Time is frittered away running 
hither and thither and avoiding straight 
lines as could be if a commission was 
established to re-locaté the present lines. 
This would probably interfere with 
Charter rights but I believe if the sub- 
ject were properly handled the United 
Railway Co., would in time work 
with a commission to establish a more 
comprehensive system. 
Suggestion by Capt. Eads. 

The late Capt. Eads had a plan which 
if it had been carried out would have 
been worth much to the future of St. 
Louis. In the proceedings for-the con- 
demnation of property for the bridge 
entrance into St. Louis, his desire was 
that the entire block of Washington 
avenue to Green street, now Lucas av- 
nue, should be condemned, and beneath 
this space the local railroad station 
should be established for all suburban 
trains, both from the East and West.

Ministering to a Thought-Sick Mind 


The remedy is to stop thinking. Dr. Herbeit J. Hall, well-known 


Massachusetts physician who has specialized on subjects whose brains, perhaps over-finely wrought, prey 
on themselves, tells in his little book of essays “The Untroubled Mind” (Houghton-Mifflin), how he treated 
a young scholar whoehad become exhausted from overwork. 


THE UNTROUBLED MIND. 
By Herbert J. Hall, M. D. 


FEW years ago a young man came to me, suffering from 
A too much thinking. He had just been graduated from col- 
lege and his head was full of confused ‘deas and emotions. 

He was also very tired, having overworked in his preparation 
for examinations, and beéause he had not taken the best care of his 
body. The symptoms he complained of were sleeplessness and 
worry, together with the inevitable indigestion nd headache. Of 
course, as a physician, I went over the bodily functions carefully, 
and studied, as far as I might, into the organic conditions. 1 could 
find no evidence of physical disease. 

I did not say ‘‘There is nothing the matter with you,’’ for the 
man was sick. I told him that he was tired, that he had thought 
too much, that he was too much eoncerned about himself, and that 
as a result of this all his bodily functions were temporarily upset. 
He thought he ought to worry about himself, because otherwise he 
would not be trying to get well. I explained to him that this mis- 
taken obligation was the common reason for worry, and that in this 
ease, at least, it was quite unnecessary and even harmful for him to 
go on thinking about himself. That heiped a little, but not nearly 
enough, because when a man has overworked, when he has begun to 
worry, and when his various bodily functions show results of worry, 
no reasoning, no explanations, can wholly relieve him. 

I said to this young man: ‘‘In spite of your discomforts, in 
spite of your depression and concern in regard to yours: 'f, you will 
get well if you w'l stop thinking about the matter altogether. You 
must be first convinced that it is best for you to stop thinking, that 
no harm or violence can result, and then you must be helped in this 
direction by going to work with 
your hands—that will be life and 
progress—it will lead to health.’’ 

Fortunately I had had some 
experience with nervous _ illness, 
and I knew that unless I managed 
for this man the character and ex- 
tent of his work, he would not only 
fail in it, but of its object, and 
so become more confused and dis- 
eouraged. I knew the troubled 
mind, in this instanee, might find 
its solace and its relief in work, 


Lut that I must choose the work carefully to suit the individual and 
1 must see that the nervously fatigued body was not pushed too hard. 

In the town where I live is a blacksmith shop, presided over by 
a genial old man who has been a blacksmith since he was a boy, 
«2nd in whose hands iron is like clay. I took my patient down to 
the smithy and said: ‘‘Here is a young man whom | want to put to 
work. He will pay-for the chance. I want you first to teach him 
to make hand-wrorght nails.’’ | 

This was a good deal of a joke to the smith and to the patient; 
but they saw that I was in earnest and agreed to go ahead. We 
got together the proper tools and proceeded to make nails, a job 
which is really not very difficult. After an hour’s work, I called off 
my patient, much to his disgust, for he was just beginning to be in- 
terested. I knew that if he were to keep on until fatigue should 
come, the whole matter would end in trouble. So the next day, 
with some new overalls and a leather apron added to the equipment, 
we proceeded to another hour’s work.’ We went on this way for 
three or four days before the time was increased. 

The interest of the patient was always fresh, he was eager for 
more, and he did not taste the dregs of fatigue. Yet he did get the 
wholesome exercise, and he did get the strong turning of the mind 
from its worry and concern. Of course, the rest of the day was 
taken care of in one way or another, but the work was the central 
feature. 

In a week we were at it two hours a day, in three weeks, four 
hours, and in a month, five hours. He had made a handsome display 
of hand-wrought nails, a superior tine of pokers and shovels for fire- 
places, together with a number of very respectable andirons. On 
~ach of these larger pieces of handiwork my patient had stamped his 
initials with a little steel die that was made for him. LEaeh piece 

was his own, each piece was the 
product of his own versatility and 
his own strength. His pride and 
pleasure in this work were great, 
' and well they might be, for it is a 
fine thing to have learned to handle 
so intractable a material as iron; 
but in handling tbe iron patiently 
and consistently until he eould do 
it without too much conscious 
thinking, and so without effort, he 
had also learned to handle himself 
naturally, more simply and easily.

N this charming St. Louis- romance, it was the 
lover himself who was blind, while love, though 
proverbially dim .of. vision, proved a clear- 
sighted guide the hero's darkened way to happi- 

. ness. 

After the straightforward way of most wom- 

en, who a!ways read the conclusion of a story 

first, we may start with the happy ending of the romance 

by stating that Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Huber are on a 

honeymoon trip to the San Francisco Exposition, hav- 

ing been married two weeks ago, after a courtship of 

six years. The bride was Miss Flora A. Knoebel, daugh- 

ter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Knoebel of 4728A St. Louis 
avenue. Huber lives at 3306 Michigan avenue. 

Fifteen years ago, when Huber was 12 years of age, 
the explosion of a cannon firecracker made him blind 
for life. To add to his misfortune, the same accident 
permanently disabled his right hand. 

A physician at the hospital where he was treated rec- 
ommended that he go to a school for the blind to be 
educated. There he learned to read with his finger- 
tips by touching the dotted letters of the Braille sys- 
tem. But the most thrilling thing for him at the school 
was that there he first made the acquaintance of music, 
of which he had known nothing before. 

His liking for this art, which is peculiarly the solace 
of persons who have lost their eyes, soon grew intO a 
love so deep that he determined to make music his pro- 
fession. He was particularly attracted by those sono- 
rous brass instruments, the cornet and trombone. 

Although not presenting such difficulties as would 
have confronted him had he chosen the piano or the 
violin, the cornet and trombone still offered problems, 
because of his injured hand, which might have dis- 
couraged a boy more easily daunted. 

Players of the cornet support the instrument with the 

feft hand and control its pistons 
with the fingers of the right. 
Performers on the trombone 
hold it with their left hand 
and operate its slides with the 
right. Young Huber could do 
neither. But an attachment 
was contrived for him by which 
he could support the instru- 
ment with his right arm, while 
manipulating the slides and 
‘keys with his left hand. He 
had, of course, to develop a new 
left-hand technique for both 
horns. 


After finishing the course at 
the school for the blind, he 
took lessons from private in: 
structors. Then, stili further to 
improve himself, he went to 
Chicago and studied for several 
months under a leading teavher 
of brass instruments. 


Returning to St. Louis, he 
opened a studio and sought pu- 
pils. At first he found it dif- 
ficult to convince people that 
a blind man could be an effi- 
cient music teacher. But his 
first pupils were so enthusi- 
astic over his instruction that 
their recommendations brought 
more, and now his classes are 
so large that he could scarcely 
find time to instruct additional pupils. 

He was also appointed instructor in music at the St. 
Louis School for the Blind, and his salary here and his 
fees from his pupils enabled him to make a good liv- 
ing. In fact, he says that had he not been able by his 
own exertions to earn enough to provide a pleasant 
home for his wife, he would never have had the cour- 
age to ask her to marry a blind man. His pride could 
not endure the thought of his being compelled by his 
handicap to become dependent on anyone, much less 
the woman he loved. 

Six years ago, when Miss Knoebel was 17 years old, 
Huber was introduced to her at the home of friends. 
She also was a musician, a promising young student of 
the violin. Their mutual love of the art was the first 
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tie between them. The girl was filled 

with pity for the young artist’s affliction, 

but her pity changed to admigation when 

she observéd how cheerful and optimistic 

he was by nature, and with what courage 

and resolution he had struggled against 

adversity which would have driven a 

less determined personality to futility - 
and despair. 

His request to call was readily grant; 
ed, and from that time on it was seldom. 
that he did not visit Miss Knoebel’s 
home once or twice a week. She lived 
in the northern part of sthe city and 
he in the southern, but he had taught 
himself to make his way all over St. 
Louis without the aid of a guide, and 
made the long trips without mishap or 
even trouble. y 

At first they spent the evening most- 
ly in listening to each other play. Both 
loved good books, and Miss Knoebel

She learned the system mostly 
by watching Huber form the raised characters while she 
dictated the notes to him from the printed score. _ 

In her desire to be helpful, she also learned the 
Braille alphabet, and Huber purchased for her a type- 
writer which makes raised characters. This was of im- 
portance in their growing courtship, for it enabled her 
to write letters to him which he was not compelled to 
have someone else read to him. While he was in Chicago 
they carried on a steady correspondence by this method. 

When Huber returned to St. Louis, he resumed his 
calls, which now became more frequent than ever. Miss 
Knoebel’s parents encouraged the attachment which 
they saw forming between their daughter and the blind 
musician, for they esteemed his manly character and 


his dogged resolution not to permit misfortune ta de- 
feat him or sour his temper. In the meantime, Miss 
Knoebel had realized her ambition to become a violin 
teacher and opened a studio of her own. 

They were married July zo at the Divine Science 
Church, Eighteenth and Pestalozzi streets. The bride 
was attended by her sister, Miss Edna Knoebel. There 
was a wedding supper at the home of the bride, after 
which the couple celebrated their happiness by per- 
forming a musical program for the friends who_ were 
present, and who seemed to hear an entire orchestra 
of cupids playing an epithalamium. 

Although Huber has never seen his wife, he says he 
knows she is beautiful. Acquaintances believe that he 
has a very accurate picture of her in the camera obscura 
of his mind, for they have marveled at the uncanny 
power of intuition by which he is able to describe with 
precision the physical appearance of any person with 
whom he has talked for a short time. 

He never forgets a voice, and although he has per- 
haps never heard it but once, can instantly identify the 
person to whom it belongs. When a boy he refused to 
give up boyhood amusements because of his blindness, 
and as an ice and roller skater was as active as many 
boys who can see.- As he grew older he learned to 
dance, and at parties no youth seemed lighter-hearted 
or to enjoy himself more. 

“I am going to be my husband’s eyes,” said Mrs. 
Huber before they left for California. “That is not 
such a big thing to do for the man one loves. Through 
my eyes he will see the expositions at San Francisco 
and San Diego, and then we are going to Sacramento, 
Los Angeles, Pasadena and Salt Lake City. After we 
return in September we are going to open a studio to- 
gether.” 

“Since I won my wife's love,” said Huber gallantly, 
“I have never regretted the loss of my eyes.”

But there. was one thing the com- 
pany was not abie to teach its passen- 
gers to think t and remember, and thai was the 
parcels which they carry on board the cars and forget 
to take away with them. More “lost articles” were 
turned in at the company's sheds last year than ever 
before. During the last three months alone more than 
1000 umbrellas were left on street cars by absent-minded 
St. Louisans. 


ID you ever forget your baby when you 
hurried to get off the street car at your 
home corner? One St. Louis mother did, 
not many weeks ago. If you have never 
forgotten the baby, it is very probable 
you have, perhaps many times, left your 

sed . umbrella, your purse, your gloves or your 

eyeglasses on the car. 

Hach year in St. Louis, according to the records of 
the “Lost Article’ department of the United Railways 
Co., about 50,000 articles are left upon the street cars. 
And these articles include everything from safety pins 
to a “duck-bill jimmy,” an implement which the indus- 
trious safe cracker uses in his business. 

There is scarcely any portabi¢ article imaginable that 


- cannet be found in the office of Patrick Maxwell, who 


has charge of the lost article department. But if the 
particular article which one wishes to see should happen 
to be missing from the collection, Maxwell can show the 
visitor a record of such an article having been in the 
collection, at some time in the past. There's everything 
from Bibies to revolvers, from bypodermic nebvdles_ with 
the cocaine and morphine to go with them, to prayer 
books. There are gas stoves, garden rakes, carpenter 
tools of al! kinds, mason’s tools, jewelry, clothing of 
every size and description and purses, gloves and um- 
brellas by the thousand. 

Of course, the umbrella is the article most frequently 
Yeft on the car, and the cmbrelila collection has been 
growing rapidly this summer, owing to the extremely 
rainy weather. On one of the divisions of the United 
Railways system, between June 1 and July 15, there 
were left on the cars 270 articies, and almost a third of 
them were, umbrellas. | 

lt was on this division, which is made of the Park, 
Compton and Fourth street lines, that a woman recent- 
ly left her baby on the car. The conductor took charge 
of the infant, and when his car reached the company’s 
of.ices at Thirty-ninth street and Park avenue, he turned 
the baby in to the lost and found department for his 
division. A few minutes later the anxious mother calied 
the office by telephone and was assured that her infant 


i 


was safe and being well entertained. She hurried to 
the general office for the child. 

About 50 per cent of the articles left on the street 
cars are returned to their owners. The others, which the 
owners do not appear to claim, eventually go back to 
the conductor or motorman who turned them in. At 
each of the 13 car houses in the city, a lost article bureau 
is maintained. When an article is turned in it is kept 
at the division bureau for three days. If in that time 
no one has claimed it, the man in charge of the bureau 
sends it to the lost article department at the general 
offices of the company. 

All articles with a probable value of $25 or more are 
held at the department for one year and three days, at 
the end of which time, if they have not- been claimed, 
they are returned to the conductor or motorman who 
found them, Articles with a value of less than $25 are 
held for the owner for 60 days. About 30 pee ceiit of the 
articles found are claimed during the three days they 
are held at the division bureaus. 

Probably the most unusual find recorded in the books 
is that of a human finger. It bore a tag which read: 
“Right forefinger of James Tracy, the outlaw.” There 
was no claimant and the finger was returned to the 
finder. 

Among the articles of household furniture which are 
left om cars are gas and oil stoves, carpets, curtains, 
curtain poles, sheets, pillow, quilts, linens, kitchen 
utensils of all kinds, buckets, brooms, mops, wash wring- 
ers, dusters, mirrors, table covers and scarfs. 

There is even a greater variety of table provisions. 
Bread, meat, vegetables, salt, flour, sugar and almost 
anything one could desire to eat are listed in the record. 
If not claimed within a day these articles, most of 
which are perishable, are turned back to the finders. 

Mr. Maxweil always has enough clothes on hand to 
stock a store, and much of the clothing is new. In the 
clothing line, women's hats are probably the most 
numerous, with the exception of gloves. But there are 
waists, skirts, underwear, corsets, shoes, complete suits 
for men, extra trousers, shirts, overcoats and raincoa‘s, 
collars, ties, hose and garters. 

The most stylish dresser could be fitted out properly, 
for there are silk hats and dress suits, canes, pumps 
and monocies. For milady there are opera coats, din- 
ner gowns and opera glasses. 

Among the articles which one would not be uxpected 
to forget, but which are found on the list are crutches. 
For amusement the lost and found office contains cards, 
poker chips, dominos, checkers, chess, base balis, bats, 


ee their owners. Judge W. E. Hadley of 
°° Edwardsville, Ill., was in St.-Louis 
some weeks ago, and lost his jeweled 
Masonic pin, which was valued at $300. It was found on 
a car and a few hours later restored to him. He liberally 
rewarded the car crew who turned in the pin. 

Frequently pocketbooks containing large sums of 
money and valuable papers are found. There are probably 
more than 1000 pocketbooks which are now awaiting a 
claimant, but few of them contain more than a few cents. 

Valuabie articles of jewelry and many watches are 
found, bit generally claimed. One conductor, some time 
ago, was given a goM watch set with a diamond which 
was valued at $400. This had awaited a claimant for 
more than a year. 

Although large quantities of beer and liquors are fre- 
quently carried by passengers, it is very seldom that they 
are left on the car, but a few days ago’a Park avenue 
conductor turned in six bottles of beer. 

A glance over several pages of the lost article record 
reveais the following among many thousand entries: 

Hebrew Lexicon, curling iron, false teeth, glass eye, 
hair switch, Epsom salts, bank book, alarm clock, muff, 
bayonet, roller skates, money order for $1.03, lady’s un- 
derwear, baggage check, corsets, scales, carpet, check for 
$1, deeds of trust never claimed, dirk, thermometer, rice, 
sugar, coffee, pineapple, mop, molder’s spoon saw, bread 
pan, dishes, revolver, automobile license, buggy license, 
Bible, prayer book, school books, library books, nurs- 
ing bottle, graphophone records, electric fan, photographs, 
bottle of poison, cane, piece of gas pipe, piece of sole 
leather, box of candy, kimono, teothbrush, checkbook, 
two rabbits, ‘our gas mantels, Chinese slippers, basket 
of beer botties, skates, snake skin in a shoe box, fishing 
pole, old union suit, package of old prunes, coal shovel, 
hatchet, flashlight, bathing suit and baby buggy. 

Some of the telephone conversations between per- 
sons who have lost articles and Maxwell are amusing. 


He says it is not uncqmmon for an excited woman to 
want the general manager to go out and search all the 
cars on a certain line and all the crews, to find some 
article. A short time ago a woman reported that she 
had lost a purse containing §400. She kept the wires hot 
all day, while a force of company detectives made a 
search for the lost money. Finally, late in the day, she 
phoned the general offices as follows: 

“Say, never mind that purse. Why, it’s funny, you 
know. I found it in my old alpaca skirt, which I haven't 
worn for weeks.”

Ah, the reader may smile with superior 
wisdom, this is some tale of an Australian 
“medicine man” or Hottentot “witch doc- 
tor,” who absurdly pretends to cure the ills 
of his superstitious. clients by deciphering 
their dreams. 

On the contrary, it is a story of present- 
day fact, told by Dr. Isador H. Coriat, ez- 
pert on nervous diseases, at the Boston City 
Hospital and instructor in neurology at the Tufts College 
Medical School. In his recent book, “The Meaning of 
Dreams,” Dr. Coriat asserts in solemn scientific lan 
guage that he cured a patient of almost total blindness 
by studying her dreams—and also tells just. how he 
did it. 


The interpretation of dreams, once a function of 
savage magicians or,)in our own land, of, skulking for- 
tune tellers, has been revived in all seriousness by some 
of the mest advanced physicians of the day, and is 

eing acclaimed by them as “the last word in psycho- 
therapy” and “the most potent instrument science has 

ever possessed for the treat- 
ment of certain functional 
nervous diseases.” 

If we hear that some person 
pins his faith upon a “dream 
book,” we marvel that such 
ignorance lingers in a civilized 
country. Yet Dr. Coriat’s trea- 
tise shows that scientists today 
are elaborating a “dream book” 
of ‘their own—that is, a sys- 
tem by which the riddie of 
every dream may be read.

of their existence, lurk clandestine passions, and dark 
and criminal impuises.

Thus the hidden cankers which secretly 
prey upon the mind are brought to light, according to 
the psycho-analysts—which is the imposing name be- 
stowed upon themselves by the modern successors of 
the old barbarian diviners of dreams.

HE subject seemed to be in the dining room 
of Dr. and Mrs. X. Dr. X., in place of 
his short mustache, had grown a beard 
resembling that of the dreamer.

HAT they were in the dining room indi- 
cated intimacy between the subject and 
Dr. and Mrs. X. Dr. X., a surgeon, had 
often expressed envy of the subject’s 
knowledge of intermal medicine.

Therefore every dream is 
to be recognized, he holds, as either a literal 
or symbolic fulfillment of a wish—a wish in 
many cases of which the consciovs mind is 
not only unaware, but would repudiate with 
horror. 

With the aid of her mdther, the following dreams of 
the blind girl were recorded:

DREAM II: The house took fire, and all the 
family were saved except her baby brother, 18 
months old, who was burned up. 

DREAM III: She and her brother S., aged 9, 
were coming down the street, and through a crack 
in the sidewalk she saw a penny, and stooped to 
pick it up. Then she saw pennies all around, and 
filled her pockets. Then a 
man came by and shot 
her brother and_ killed 
him, and she felt badly. 

Then the man also shot at 

her, but merely frightened 

her. 

DREAM IV: Her baby 
brother G. was missing. 

He had gone away and run 

up to church, and she 

started to run after him. 

Then he turned and ran 

into a snowdrift and dis- 

Appeared. 

DREAM YV: She and 
her 3-year-old brother, R., 
and a little girl playmate, 

B., were sliding downhill 

on their sleds. Finally R. 

ran into a snowdrift and 

disappeared. B. and she 

ran on and left him there. 

DREAM VI: She was 
in school, happy, studying 
her lessons, and with all 
her schoolmates. 


What, the reader may ex- 
claim in astonishment, could 
this jumble of fantastic hal- 
lucinations of sleep have to 
to do with a physical ailment , 
like blindness, and how could 
it supply the means for a 
complete cure of the affliction? 

Dr. Coriat replies in the words 
of Lady Macbeth: 
“Infected minds 

To their deaf pillows will 

discharge their secrets.” 

To the physician the essential fact was that in most 
of the dreams some one of the patient’s younger 
brothers disappeared or came to disaster. Despite the 
fact that in her waking hours the girl was devoted to 
her brothers and sisters, he unflinchingly believed that

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_.these disasters were simply the dream-fulfillment of a 


wish of her subconscious mind. Through a childish 
jealousy which is not rare, her unconscious self fre- 
quently wished them dead, and her dreams brought 
the wish to pass. It was significant, Dr. Coriat thought, 
that she became blind at a time when the absence of 
her mother from home placed upon the child unusual 
burdens in caring for the younger members of the 
family. 

Now, to a child, according to Dr. Coriat, wishing 


- that a person were dead is only synonymous with wish- 
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“*What a whal-.

SKYROCKET CAMERA FOR AERIAL SCOUTING 


scouting is a rocket camera, which is now 

widely used by the German armies. The in- 

ventor, Alfred Maul, has recently made public 
a description of the apparatus. In it he says: 

“The carriage provided for the outfit has a weight of 
880 pounds and serves as a rest or guide in firing the 
rocket. This vehicle is equipped with a rangefinder. 
On the march the apparatus is unjoined for convenience 
sake and packed on two wheels, together with the rocket 
boxes. 

“When the apparatus is to be used it is drawn to the 
desired spot and assembled. Then, by aid of the range- 
finder the direction of the locality to be photographed 
is determined and the guideway is pointed skyward 
after it has received the rocket. With these prepara- 
tions completed a heavy weight is attached to a cord, 
which is wound around the shaft of a gyroscope, used 
to hold the camera steady. The dropping of this weight 

nds up the gyroscope. The rocket is now ready to 

fired. 

“The rocket is ignited electrically, by means of a light 
cable from a distance of 300 feet. The initial discharge 
releases the heavy weight, which sets the gyro spinning. 
The second electrical impulse ignites the rocket charge 
and starts it s‘tyward. | 

“A height of 1600 feet is attained in about eight sec- 
onds. Shortly before the maximum elevation is reached 
the electro-neumatic contact at the top of the hood 
operates the shutter and well-nigh simultaneously frees 
a parachute, As soon as the parachute expands the 
rocket parts—the two sections being connected by a line 
of stufficient strength, 33 feet long. 

“Directly under the parachute is the hood with the 
camera, while the lower body of the rocket and the 
guilding rod are suspended below at the length of the 
line. This arrangement makes it possible for the camera 
to land without a jar about a minute after the rod has 
come ia contact with the ground. 


T: very latest development of the art of aerial 
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“The whole outfit is so small that it is up in the air 
and drawn back to the ground well-nigh before it is seen 
at all. The photographs’ obtained, because they are 
taken at close range, how the details -* the terrain fully, 
and accordingly are that much more valuable in guiding 
the attack. 

Regarding his early experiments and the need which 
his invention was designed to fill, the writer continues: 

“It is not only desirable to have knowledge of the 
enemy’s positions, but the attacking commander is equal- 
ly anxious to have information by pictures of the lay 
of the land over which he must advance his troops. 
Such pictures are preferably bird’s-eye views. 

“In taking photographs of this sort it is important 
that the camera should be as close to the territory to 
be pictured as possible, as the chance of success dimin- 
ishes with distance away. requirements can be 
but imperfectly met where the camera is used from cap- 
tive balloons, kites, aeroplarés or dirigibles, for the 
simple reason that any of these, when flying low, can 
easily be destroyed by gun fire. 

“Apart from this objection, the instruments commonly 
used have other defects, for instance, the dependence 
upon the wind in the case of the kite, the rather clumsy 
character of the captive balloon, and the risk and’ ex- 
pense involved when a camera is carried aboard a dirigi- 
ble airship. Recognizing these weaknesses, so to speak, 
I was inspired about fifteen years ago to devise a rocket 
capable of carrying a camera aloft with a parachute at- 
tached, so oa pictures could be taken of the underlying 
terrain. 

“To steady the rocket in flight a long rod is attached 
to the shell. Besides preventing the. projectile from 
tumbling in flight it acts as a guide in holding the rocket

FEW weeks ago, in the war-fraught 
capital of Bertin, there was held a con- 
cert as pathetic and at the same time as 
heroic as anything in musical history 
—one which will bear a messaze of 
solace to the afflicted who her of it 
in all lands. 

The audience, was compcsed exclusively of soldiers 
who were united in the same misfortune. Each of 
them had lost either an arm or the use of an arm from 
wounts. in battle. 

Before this melancholy throng appeared one of the 
most prodigious of living pianists, famous both as a 
composer and as an executant. His admirable art had 
won for him the friendship and admiration of the great 


Liszt, and celebrity all over Europe as a virtuoso of 4 


high rank, besides such positions as president of the | 


Hungarian Royal Academy of Music and intendant of 
the Budapest Royal Opera. 


But it was not his art or his fame which enabled him ( , 


to bring home to the wounded soldiers the lesson that 
in spite of their maimed bodies their lives might still 


be filled with accomplishment. His appeal to his unique | es 
audience lay in the amazing fact that, like them, he se 
also was a victim of adversity—that he had succeeded 7 


in achieving eminence as a@ pianist in spite of the 
amputation of his right arm at the shoulder when he 
was 15 years of age. 

This miraculous pianist is Count Geza Zichy, head of 
a noble and wealthy Hungarian family. Strangely 
vnough, little of him is known in the United States, al- 
though he has had a public career of nearly 40 years 
in Europe. His concerts in the various musical centers 
of the continent have always been attended, on account 
of his birth, by the highest aristocracy as well as the 
general public. The proceeds of his recitals have in 
every case been given to charity, and it is estimated 
that his earnings, disbursed in this way, amount to 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. 

Count Zichy’s life-story recalls the fact that many 
other musicians have had to struggle with physical 
handicaps, although none has overcome them in just 
his way, Schumann’s right hand was crippled by his 
exercise on a machine for strengthening his third finger. 
Unlike the Hungarian, he at once abandoned his ambi- 
tion to be a great pianist, and devoted himself to com- 
position. Beethoven composed some of his greatest 
works after he became deaf. The poet, Milton, though 
blind, was a fine organist, and his father was one of 
the foremost English composers of that day. Major 
Henry Lee Higginson, while studying in Vienna to be- 
come a professional pfanist, suffered paralysis of the 
right arm through a blood-letting operation. He was 
compelled to renounce his dream of being a famous 
concert soloist, and instead became a great merchant 
and the Maecenus of the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 

St. Louis possesses a one-handed piano teacher, Miss 
Anna Magee of 3618 Cook avenue. Seven years ago, 
soon after she was graduated in piano and organ from 
the Boston Conservatory of Music, she attempted one 
day to separate two boys who were fighting on an 
orphanage playground in Boston of which she was in 
charge. One of the boys bit her on the third finger of 
the right hand. Blood-poisoning ensued, and the hand 
was amputated at the wrist. 

She was plunged tnto such despair by this cruel 
wreck of the career she had planned, she says, that 

for two months. For nearly a year 
touch her piano.

acquired stencgraphy, and can take dictation very rap- 
idly. But she found employment almost hopeless. Then 
she took a kindergarten course. She came to St. Louis 
four years ago, and supported herself by giving piano 
lessons. Recently she gave up her pupils because her 
work as teacher in the day nursery at St. Patrick's 
Catholic Church and at St. Ann’s Maternity Hespital 
required all of her time. In this work she has constant 
employment for her skill at the piano. She also plays 
a pipe organ for the patients at Mullanphy Hospital. 
With this instrument she has little difficulty, as she 
can use her feet as well as her band and arm. 

To return to Count Zichy, he began studying the 
piano with a teacher when he was 5 years old, and 
showed unusual promise. However, he had no idea of 
becoming a professional musician, but only an excellent 
amateur, like so many of the Hungarian and Austrian 
nobilitygincluding even the imperial house of the Haps- 
burgs. 

When he was 15 years old he went hunting one day 
with his brothers and a party of friends. His gun was 
lying in a wagon, with the muzzle pointing backwards. 
Just as he was pulling the weapon out by the muzzle, 
one of the mules shied, the trigger caught in the leather 
of the seat, and a charge of shot buried itself in his 
right arm. It had to be amputated at the shoulder. , 

Count Zichy declares that he was preserved from in- 
sanity by his tutor, Esiky, who said to him: “Think 
of Nelson and Cervantes. Determine to become a use- 
ful, a happy and a famous man.” It is well known that 
both the hero of Trafalgar and the author of “Don 
Quixote” were one-arm men. 

“My helplessness in all. the necessary activities of 
life brought me to the verge of despair,” he writes in 
his delightful “Memoirs.” “I avoided the piano with 
secret dread, and the white keys seemed to grin at me 
like the teeth of a skull.” 

He found that he could easily learn to write with his 
left hand, and his first letter was addressed to his 
tutor. It read: 

“Dear, good Esiky: If within a year from today I 
am not enabled to do with one hand everything that 
others do with two, I shall send a bullet through my 
head.” 

The first time the boy attempted to dress himself 
withoct assistance, the process teok him three hours, 
although he made use of his feet and teeth, the door 
handle and various pieces of furniture. He determined 


to eat no food that he could not cut himself, and with © 
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practice learned not only to cut up his food, but to 
pare apvles, cut his finger nails, drive four-in-hand and 


‘shoot with unerring aim. 


After a few weeks he ventured to approach the piano 
aad attempted to play some of the compositions he had 
known by striking the melody with his thumb and play- 
ing the harmony with the four fingers of his left hand. 
“But efter a little while,” he says, “I shut the piano in 
despair. It simply would not go.’ 

But the piano lured him back again and again, until 
at last a desperate reselve grew up in his heart. “I 
will master it with one hand or die in the attempt,” 
he vowed to himself. 

For 14 years he labored with all the stubbornness 
that was in him. “I turned my thumb into a right 
hand,” he remarks. He had to establish his own tech- 
nique, for there was*no one-hand system in existence, 
and also to arrange his own musie, for there are only 
a few pieces extant written for the left hand, and these 
were composed for a display of executancy, like the 
two examples shown upon this page. Se he studied 
haimony and counterpoint with Robert Volkmann, the 
noted composer and eccentric, remembered for his viru- 
lent hostility to Liszt, Wagner and the new school of 
music. 

Strange to say, it was Count Zichy’s handicap which 
first inspired him with an ambition to take up music 
in earnest, as an expert. In a sort of herote reaction 
against his misfortune, he resolved to make of him- 
self, despite his single hand, not only a geed pianict 
but a greaf one. 

His toil bore its earliest fruit in 1878, when he was 
29 years old. He appeared in concert in Vienna. the 
most exacting musical city in the world, with its tradi- 
tions of Beethoven, Schubert and Mozart. And sueh 
was his earnestness and height of purpese that be was 
not hailed as a freak performer, but acclaimed as a 
great pianist among other pianists. His handicap was, 
of course, mentioned by the critics, but he was lauded 
as @ serious and admfrable artist, and not as a prodigy. 

“The most astounding thing we have heard in the 
way of piaf® playing in recent times has been accom- 
plished by a onearm man, Count Geza Zichy,” wrote 
Hanstlick, a famous Viennese critic of the day. “Many 
can piay, some can enchant, but. Zichy is the only one 
who can work miracles. . 

“He displayed a marvelous and. astonishing volume 


of tone fn a ‘Concert Etude’ and a Hungarian fantasy, 
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Bergstrom was up at sunrise. He was to be a busi- 
ness man now. He wanted to see a piece of property 
s0me distance outside the town. The liveryman who 
rented him a rig remarked that it was going to be a 
very warm day. 

“But you won't care,” said the man. “You don’t have 
to put on a uniform and run around in the sun.”

He spoke of Bergstrom’s retirement as one mentioning 
a national calamity. Gus decided that the property did 
not suit him, and hurried back to town, where he had 
an appointment to take lunch with the president and 
secretary of the land company. These men began to 
talk battiag averages with the cold consomme. Gus 
fidgeted and squirmed, but there was no escape for him. 

“] bet you’d beat Potts last season,” said the secre- 
tary. “Let’s see, when you quit the other day, you must 
have been leading him by about twenty points. And 
they're giving a fine diamond medal for the highest 
batting average this season.

It was constantly impressed upon 
her that she could return to these pleasures as soon 
as she regained her sight. 

-Thus a subtle conflict was set up between her con- 
Bcious yearning to be again at school among her books 
and playmates, and her unconscious wish that her 
brothers and sisters were dead. 

After a time the desires of her waking self preved 
stronger than those of her dreaming personality, and 
gradually the latter were rooted out. As the wish 
disappeared, so did its effect, her loss of sight. 

“Her vision gradually became normal,” says the 
author, “and the perverted wish that lay at the bot- 
tom of her hysteria likewise vanished. This case dem- 
onstrates how the study of the dreams of ap individual 
not only gave an insight into the mechanism of that 


-‘iIndividual’s nervous disease, but also furnished the 


material for a successful cure of the condition.” 

To Dr. Coriat and his school dreams like those of 
the little blind girl are a sort of X-ray photographs of 
the subconscious mind, without which it is futile to 
attempt to treat hysteria, nervous breakdown, neuras- 
thenia and ‘many other ailments which are mental 
rather than physical.

dream may appear to be a weird, absurd and discon- 
nected phantasmagoria, yet the unconscious thoughts 
that give rise to it are arranged in a logical order and 
have a definite purpose in the protection of the mental 
well-being of the dreamer.” 

Typical dreams which nearly everyone has, says the 
author, are those of flying, of being nude -or only part- 
ly dressed before strangers or friends, and of the death 
of a beloved relative. The dream of flying, according 
to his “dream book,” “signifies a wish to do as one 
pleases, to be free from social restraint, and not bound 
down by the conventionalities of culture and civiliza- 
tion. This desire existed in childhood,, but is impos- 
sible of fulfillment in our complex civilization, and con- 
sequently the childhood desire is fulfilled only in a 
dream.” Dreams of being unclothed he likewise refers 
to the desires of childhood, before the sense of modesty 
had been implanted. “Such a dream signifies a wish,” 
he explains, “to be younger, to be a child again, with 
all the wild abandon of a child.” 

It is not unfair to say that to the layman some of 
the scientific versions of dreams seem as fanciful as 
ever appeared in “dream book” or proceeded from 
“voodoo man.” For instance, a woman dreamed that 
she accidentally dropped her ring into a pile of shav- 
ings and could not find it. Dr. Coriat interprets the 
dream to mean that the woman wished to lose her 
ring, because it was given to her when she was gradu- 
ated from high school and was engraved with the date

of the event—a date she feared would betray her age, 
as she was contemplating marriage. 

A young man, on a visit to friends, dreamed that 
recently planted bulbs were in flower. This was scien- 


 tifically interpreted as expressing a wish to prolong 


his visit. A young woman who had started to study 
esthetic dancing and had purchased a new pair of 
ballet slippers, dreamed she was walking in the street 
with her slippers, and_that they were ‘worn almost 
threadbare. The analysis of the dream is that it ful- 
filled her wish to be further advanced in dancing, a 
wish symbolized by the threadbare slippers. 

A woman dreamed that one of her brothers was 
hanged. One brother had died of cancer and another 
of tuberculosis. Her dream, says Dr. Coriat, symbol- 
ized her wish that they had died from some other 
cause, even by hanging, than cancer and tuberculosis, 
which might in a hereditary way affect herself. 

The theory that every dream is a fulfillment of a 
wish may not appear plausible to anyone who has suf- 
fered a frightful nightmare. A common and agoniz- 
ing nightmare is the dream of falling through frightful 
abysses of space. This really symbolizes a wish, say 
the modern seers of dreams—the horrible wish to leap 
downwards which seizes upon many persons when they 
stand on high places. In addition, the experts explain, 
nightmares often revive forgotten desires of childhood, 
when the imagination, fed by fairy tales, longs for 
terrible and perilous adventures. 


Modern Amazon 


ADAME KOKOVTSEVA, Colonel commanding 
the Sixth Ural Cossack Regiment of the Rus- 
sian army, has just returned to her regiment 
at the front. Col. Kokovtseva has been twice 

wounded while fighting in East Prussia and received the 
Cross of St. George and a pension as a reward for her 
bravery.

and locked up in a church. Alexandra is reported to 
have led the men in breaking the windows. She killed 
the sentry with a stone, and not only managed by her 
strategy to recapture the horses of her little band, but to 
capture the patrol of 18 uhlans and take from them im- 
portant papers. These documents were delivered by 
Alexandra to the Russian General in command. 

Yet another woman whose bravery has made her con- 
spicuous is “Yellow Martha,” so called by her comrades 
because of her mass of golden hair. During the fighting 
at Sokatchew the banner bearer was shot down. “Yel- 
low Martha” saw the flag fall and, rushing in, seized it 
and started back with it. Two-Germans pursued her as 
she ran to regain her regiment and she shot both dead. 
Through the remainder of the fight she carried 
the flag.

both of his own compositions, and then 
in Bach’s ‘Chaconne,’ arranged by him- 
self for the left hand. His lightning-like 
jumps, skips and glides and his poly- 
phonic legato playing were so extraor- 
dinary that his listeners could scarcely 
believe their eyes and ears.” | 

This Hungarian fantasy was one of the 
selections played by Zichy for the crippled 
soldiers in Berlin. It is so tremendously 
difficult that even Liszt, probably the 
greatest piano virtuoso who ever lived, 
could not believe that anyone could play 
it with the left hand. 

“Count Zichy has completely mastered 
the keyboard with his one hand,” says 
the Musical Courier, “and plays with the 
same ease and certainty in the highest 
treble as in the lowest bass notes. A 
remarkable feature of his playing is the 
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beautiful sustained legato singing of a 
melody, while at the same time playing 
an accompaniment consisting of chords 
and arpeggios with such consummate per- 
fection that one discredits one’s ears.” 


A famous musician, struek by the vol- 
ume of Count Zichy’s playing, said: 
“Zichy’s performance is not one-hand but 
four-hand playing.” 


Zichy’s acquaintance with Liszt began 
in his twenty-fourth year, when he was 

king a beginning as a composer. At 
a concert in Budapest a ballad by Zichy, 
which was on the program, interested 
the renowned wizard of the pianoforte, 
and he invited the young man to call 
upon him. Liszt was quite aware of the 
antipathy in which he was held by Zichy's 
teacher, Volkmann, but regarded his ene- 


my with his customary ironical good friendship which continued until Liszt’s 


humor. 

“I called on Liszt, as I could not refuse 
such an amiable invitation,” writes Zichy. 
“Liszt sat down at the piano and played 
my ballad through. But, oh, heavens, 
how he played it! Parts which seemed 
to him too monotonous he changed and 
transposed, enlarging the _ principal 
themes and embellishing them with a 
golden shower of passages. All the while 
he kept up a rousing fire of comment: 
‘I know that this is the way you meant 
it, but it did not turn out quite as you 
intended.’ 

“I wanted to kiss his hand, but he em- 
braced me and said: ‘We must become 
acquainted, and I hope that your master 
will pardon me if I take an interest in 
you.’” This was the beginning of a 
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death. 

In the years since that time Count 
Zichy has demonstrated to hundreds of 
audiences, besides his dramatic one in 
Berlin, the uses to which adversity can 
be put by a man of strong will and un- 
flinching courage. Today, in his sixty- 
sixth year, he is one of the best-loved 
and most admired musicians on the conti- 
nent. After the Berlin concert he was - 
received by the Empress of Germany, and 
a couple of years ago, during the Liszt 
centenary, he acted as master of cere 
monies at the Hungarian court.

Quite as noteworthy as the millinery is the neckwear which appears 
on this page.
